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Paris, March 10. — At the conclusion 
of a stormy debate, which lasted from 
throe o'clock this afternoon until after 
midnight, the chamber of deputies 
adopted a sweeping endorsement of 
the government's-attltude In connec- 
tion with the strike of state employees. 
Although Premier Clemenceau did not 
mount the tribune during the ses- 
sion, leaving minister of public works 
Earthou to defend the government's 
position, this vote of confidence con- 
stitutes another personal triumph for. 
the premier, for, from the beginning 
of the troubles, ho has Insisted against 
the wavering of some of his more timid 
colleagues, or parleying with or pro- 
mises to the revolutionary employees, 
saying that it would be governmental 
suicide. The socialists, who favored 
conciliation, made a poor showing In 
the debate, and the Conservatives con- 
tented themselves with citing that the 
strike proved that the successive radi- 
cal governments, by encouraging state 
employees to form associations, had 
brought France to the brink of social 
revolution. 

The Improvement in the strike situa- 
tion today duo to the partial distribu- 
tion of mail, and the opening up of 
some lines of foreign communication, 
was more apparent than real. The 
number of state employees on strike 
In Paris was greater, and the tie-up 
In the provinces is constantly extend- 
ing. The women, however, are showing 
signs of hesitation. Their livelihood is 
at stake, and, fearing dismissal from 
their positions, many of them are re- 
turning to work. The leaders declare 
that if the strike fails, it will be due 
to the refusal of the women to stand 
firm. Monster meetings of the strikers 
were hold today and tonight. 

Premier Clemenceau nna tils col- 
leagues faced the strike situation,' In 
the chamber of deputies today with a 
determination to secure endorsement 
of the government's position in the 
premises or retire from ollice. They 
won, for the chamber rejected a reso- 
lution providing for a commission to 
investigate the causes of the strike 
by a vote of 35G to 188. It was appar- 
ent that the chamber was with the 
government and the attack of the op- 
position lacked both vim and cohe- 
sion. 

The Socialists centered their assault 
upon M. Slmyan, under secretary of 
posts and telegraphs, but they also 
leproached Premier Clemenceau wleh 
having shifted ills position since he 
find "reached the other side of the 
bcrricade." They wanted an Investiga- 
tion of the strike situation, and they 
pleaded against repressive measures 
heltig used against th men. The Con- 
servatives declared that the govern- 
ment was reaping only what it had 
sown. They pointed out that the suc- 
cessive radical governments for years 
had encouraged the state employees 
(c- form associations, and that M. 
Vlvanl, minister of labor, and M. 
Slmyan had voted under the deputy 
ministry for M. Mlllerand's motion to 
recognize the right of the postmen to 
Strike. M. Simyan's defence consisted 
of a general denial of the charges of 
favoritism. 

Tumult then followed when the un- 
der secretary declared that the prin- 
cipal leaders of the strike had been en- 
dorsed by from ten to fifteen members 
of the chamber of deputies. 

After an hour of oratory, minister of 
public works Barthou mounted, the 
tribune and In a dignified speech 
painted the gravity of. the situation 
and the lmpossibilty of the government 
> elding to the employees who had re- 



volted. The minister said that the gov- 
ernment was always willing to dis- 
cuss the grievances of the employees' 
association, but to treat with them up- 
on a footing of equality would be the 
commencement of administrative an- 
archy. Nevertheless, he Indicated that 
it was the government's desire to leave 
the doors open for the employees to 
return to duty. 

"Can the government abdicate the 
general interests of the country be- 
fore tho revolted employees?" asked 
M. Barthou, In concluding. "Arc the 
ministers responsible to the employees 
or tho employees responsible to the 
ministers and to parliament? To 
doubt your reply would be to insult 
your patriotism." 

Salvos of applause greeted M. Bar- 
thou's speech. Then followed what 
practically was a tost vote, and the 
chamber by a majority of 20G, ordered 
tho speech of the minister of public 
works placarded throughout France. 
At the conclusion of the debate nine 
resolutions were offered, several of 
them proposing an Investigation of 
the causes of the strike. 

M. Barthou declared the government 
would reject every proposition for an 
investigation and insist upon a "square 
vote of confidence." The following 
resolution of confidence was then in- 
troduced and adopted by a vote of 308 
to 211: "The chamber of deputies is 
resolved not to tolerate the strike of 
state employees. It Is confident of 
tho government's ability to restore 
peace and order in the public service, 
approves' of the declarations of the 
government, and posses to the order 
of the day." 

Tho words of M. Subra, president of 
tho genera! association of postal tele- 
graph employees. were significant: 
"The strike must not cease," he said, 
"until the entire programme of tho 
postal proletariat triumphs and every 
employee is reinstated." 

About 2,700 employees of the gov- 
ernment have been dismissed from 
their positions or suspended. The gen- 
eral confederation of labor and the 
electrical union's committee held a 
secret session this evening. The de- 
cision arrived at is not known. Sensi- 
ble men. among tho strikers fear a 
demonstration by the unions. 

About four thousand soldiers are at 
work sorting or delivering letters or 
escorting, non-striking carriers who 
aro still making their rounds. In the 
provinces the strike is constantly se- 
curing new additions, and In many 
large counties is complete. The strike 
leaders claim that victory is within 
their grasp. Business houses are 
using special messengers to maintain 
communication with the provinces as 
well as points outside of France. The 
government has proposed a bill to ex- 
tend tho time on financial paper until 
tho state services are again normal. 
Hard on Visitors

BALKAN SITUATION 
IS STILL DANGEROUS 

Austrian Forces on Border In- 
creased — Germany Not 
Hopeful 
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Borne, March 19. — The programme 
proposed by Foreign .Minister Tlttoni 
for an International conference to con- 
sider the Balkan situation has not 
been made public. There is reason to 
believe, however, that it is based upon 
three points: first, that the powers 
take note of Servia's renunciation of 
any demand for compensation at the 
hands of Austria- Hungary for the an- 
nexation of Bosnia and Herzegovina; 
second, the ratification of Bulgarian 
independence as declared at Tlmovo 
on (Jet. 5, of last year; and thirdly, 
the modification of article 29 of tho 
treaty of Berlin. 

It is asserted that Austrian public 
opinion accepted this programme with 
satisfaction, but the fact that Austria- 
Hungary has increased her forces all 
along the frontier, and has practically 
mobilized her fleet, is causing consid- 
erable anxiety in Italy, and fears are 
entertained that the existing situation 
will culminate in an outbreak of hos- 
tilities. 

Berlin, March 19.— A semi-official 
communication appearing in the Co- 
logne Gazette todaj describes the sit- 
uation between Austria-Hungary and 
Sorvla most pessimistically in tho 
maintenance of peace, lint it is hope- 
ful that the conflict, should one arise, 
may be localized. The communication 

'"While attempts have been made in 
several quarters to find a solution of 
the crisis, a contrary course is being 
followed in Servia. Mild advice is not 
likely to serve any purpose in Bel- 
grade. Severe pressure from the 
Powers, especially Russia, is necessary 
to bring the Servians to reason. 

"The Russian proposals up to tho 
present time have been unsuccessful, 
because simultaneously therewith thero 
have been political demonstrations in 
Russia that have tended to Increase 
Servia's stubbornness. Furthermore, 
the construction placed by Great Brit- 
ain on the Russian note calling an 
International conference on the Bnsnla- 
Horzogovlnian question serves only to 
stiffen Servia's backbone for resist- 
ance. The Russian proposals are not 
calculated to serve the ends of peace. 
The military situation is so critical 
that perhaps only a few days will pass 
before Austrian troops march into 
Sorvla. 

"It Is questionable whether the hon- 
est endeavor of some of the powers 
will yet succeed in preventing an out- 
break of war, but pour purlers between 
various nations lead to the hope that 
tile conflict may be localized." 

Vienna, March 19. — There Is abso- 
lutely no truth in the report published 
In Berlin and elsewhere last night that 
Count Forgach, the Austro-IIungnrlnn 
minister to Servia, has been assassin- 
ated. 



Ottawa, March 19 — Over throe/million 
dollars was voted by the House of 
Commons today. Mr. Graham had the 
right of way at the outset, and he had 
no dllllculty in satisfying the opposi- 
tion critics, with, the result that in 
three hours lie obtained $2,000,000.

Mr. Lako asked if the construction 
was to lie a public work or was to 
be left to a private company. The 
minister replied that Sir Wilfrid at 
Niagara Falls had stated that the gov- 
ernment would construct the railway. 
Beyond this he could not offer any 
assurances on the subject. 

In the evening Dr. Pugsley had the 
right of way with the public works 
estimates. Harbors and rivers for 
Ontario passed through without much 
friction, but when It came to Mani- 
toba obstacles were encountered. Tho 
voto for works in this province has 
been largely reduced, and the opposi- 
tion wore inclined to believe that this 
was largely due to the 'fact that 
Manitoba had declared against the 
government. Mr. Pugsley replied that 
he had done his best to make the 
money available extend over the coun- 
try without regard to politics, nut tho 
opposition members were somewhat 
doubtful of this explanation, and it 
tcok a long time to get the $12,000 
vote through. 

Hon, Robert Rogers and Hon. Colin 
Campbell, of Manitoba, had their con- 
lerence with Sir Wilfrid Laurier in 
reference to the boundary question to- 
day. They agreed to accept the pro- 
posed boundary limits, though under 
protest. They asked to be placed on 
terms of equality with the other pro- 
vinces. They would be willing to ac- 
cept the same financial terms as Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan, or, if this 
was not agreeable, they would accept 
the terms of Ontario and Quebec and 
take their public lands. The premier 
was not prepared to give an answer, 
and asked for an adjournment until 
next Tuesday. 



Paraguay Will Borrow 

Washington, March 19. — Paraguay is 
contemplating floating a loan of $10,- 
000,000, according to Information re- 
ceived at the state department to- 
day. It is believed that the money 
is to he devoted to internal improve- 
ments. 



Worse Than Knockout 

New Orleans, March 19. — Kid Har- 
mer, the Illinois pugilist, is in the hos- 
pital here suffering with concussion of 
the brain, as the result of a peculiar 
accident which he sustained shortly 
after midnight. While passing up tho 
steps of an excursion steamer he 
struck his head on a cross-bar, and 
was knocked senseless. 



Civil Services Salaries 

Ottawa, March 19. — A deputation of 
members of parliament, including 
Ralph Smith of Nanaimo, waited upon 
Hon. Messrs. Fisher, Brodeur, and 
Lemleux this morning to urge tho 
claims of the outside civil service for 
an Increase In the scale of pay and for 
a general revision of salaries. Con- 
sideration was promised. 



Persian Revolution 

Teheran, March 18. — The seaport of 
Bender Abba, on the Persian gulf, has 
gone over to the Nationalists, who It is 
reported, have seized the customs 
house. Bender Abba is an important 
port commercially, and is connected 
by steamship lines with Bombay and 
other places. It has a population of 
about 0,000, mostly Arabs. 

Italy's Suggestion. 

Washington, March 18. — Italy, 
through Mayer Des Planches, tho am- 
bassador here, today submitted to the 
state department a proposition hav- 
ing in view the calling of an Inter- 
national conference on immigration. 
Secretary Knox has referred the mat- 
ter to the department pf commerce 
and labor for the consideration of the 
■bureau of immigration. 

Constable Spain's New Position 

New Westminster, March 19.— Stan- 
ley F. Spain, who has been In charge 
of tho local provincial police office 
since 1902, has been offered and has 
accepted a position in the new provin- 
cial land registry office at Prince Ru- 
pert. Mr. Spain lias been In tho pro- 
vincial police for the past sixteen 
years, but owing to the change in tho 
administration of affairs on the Main- 
land the provincial government wished 
to place the local office in the hands 
of the chief constable for the Main- 
land and for that reason Mr. Spain 
was offered the new position by tho 
government.

Deposed President Will At- 
tempt to Return to 
Venezuela 



Mme. Modjeska's Condition Critical 

Los Angeles, March 19. — The condi- 
tion of Madame Helen Modjeska Is re- 
garded as critical tonight, and little 
hope is held out for her recovery. 



Dresden, March 19. — Former Presl- 
lit Castro, of Venezuela, evidently 
uis not entirely given up hope that 
in will be able to return home next 
month. It was said yesterday that 
Castro would leave tiie steamer Guade- 
loupe, on which he will sail from 
Bordeaux on March 26, at Port of 
Spain, Trinidad, there to await ad- 
vices from his friends In Venezuela, 
as to the propriety of his making an 
attempt to enter the republic. In an 
interview today, however, Senor Castro 
said he would remain on board the 
Guadeloupe, and that If objection was 
made to his landing at La Gunyra lie 
would proceed by the steamer to Colon 
whore In- would reside, as he pre- 
ferred that city to Trinidad. 

Asked if there was not danger of 
his being arrested even while' on the 
Guadeloupe at La Guayra, and helng 
forcibly taken ashore, Senor Castro 
replied: "No, the French flag would 
protect me. I will go to Venezuela 
to meet any charge that may he 
brought against me and defend myself 
It there be accusers without any care 
for what may happen to me. Those 
who desired a change In the govern- 
ment of Venezuela brought It about 
by submitting themselves to the lead- 
ership of one of my lieutenants, Gen- 
eral Gomez. I Infer from this that 
tho revolutionists are opposing a man, 
not a cause. The restoration of the 
country in which I was engaged is the 
object, and It matters little if by 
making a victim of Castro, union and 
confraternity in Venezuela is brought 
about." 

Senor Castro renounced the idea of 
Seeking to bring about a revolution, or 
even of encouraging his party in Vene- 
zuela to do so. He said that he cared 
too much for his native land to stir 
up discord there. Ho said that he- did 
rot regret having left' Venezuela. If 
he had stayed he would not have lost 
only Venezuela but his life, which was 
saved by Professor Israel. Senor Cas 
tro looks to be In perfect health, and 
his conversation today was full uf 
humor and animation. 



Winnipeg, March 19. — Another judg- 
ment of far-reaching Importance to 
union labor, and one which has been 
awaited with great interest during tho 
many months in which the case has 
been before the courts, was delivered 
by Justice Mathers this morning, when 
he handed down his decision in the 
enso of the Vulcan Iron Works com- 
pany against Winnipeg Lodge No. 122 
and Fort Garry Lodge No. 1S9, Inter- 
national Association of Machinists, 
raid others. 

The judgment is noteworthy inas- 
much as it coincides with the award of 
the court of appeals In tho case of 
the plumbers' union, given a few days 
ago, granting a perpetual injunction 
against picketing the premises of the 
company and allowing damages for 
loss sustained through the strike. The 
Injunction In the present case Is made 
perpetual against Fort Garry Lodge 
No. 1S9, International Association of 
Machinists, the Iron Moulders' Union 
r.i North America, No.i. 174, and tho 
International Brotherhood of Black- 
smiths and helpers'. There Is also a 
judgment against these organizations, 
and against certain 1 , individual defend- 
ants named in tin: statement of claim 
for ?500 damages. 

Judge Mathers held that the mould- 
ers had done nothing Illegal in ceas- 
ing to work, as they were engaged by 
the day. The action In so far as it 
referred to tho blacksmiths' lodges, 
147 and 3.15, and machinists lodge No. 
122, was dismissed in every particular, 
the members helng vindicated by the 
evidence. It Is understood tho case 
will be immediately appealed, and will 
likely be carried ultimately to the 
privy council. Both sides are deter- 
mined to get the ruling of the highest 
court of the realm In this most Im- 
portant case, affecting as it does all 
labor disputes. 

This notable case arose out of the 
strike and lockout of the machinists, 
boiler-makers and blacksmiths, who 
were employed by the Vulcan Iron 
Works company. The strike took 
place in May, 1900, and plaintiffs 
claimed $50,000 as damages for losses 
which they sustained, and asked for an 
Injunction against the defendants,' of 
whom there were 92, and the sht, 
labor unions Involved, from interfer- 
ing with the men employed by tho 
plaintiffs or those seeking employment 
with them, and from picketing, beset- 
ting or watching the place where plain- 
tiffs carry on their business. 



Took His Own Life 

New York, March 19.— A man be- 
lieved from papers In his possession 
to be Wm. Glbb, an architect and in- 
ventor, and a well known member of 
the New York Golf club, committed 
suicide by shooting in Van Cortlandt 
park. One of his ' Inventions, an in- 
door golf game, in perfecting which 
he was believed to have spent practi- 
cally all his life's savings, met with 
considerable success, and so far as 
known Glbb was not despondent. He 
formerly lived In California, Denver 
and Canada. 



Hamilton, Ont., March 19.— Import- 
ant evidence having boon given by the 
physicians who had performed tho 
autopsy on the body of the murdered 
girl, the Inquest into tho death of 
Ethel Klnrade was adjourned after a 
two hour session, and this time for 
a period of over a month. The an- 
nouncement cume as a big surprise to 
those in tho court room, but G. T. 
Blackstock, K.C., In asking the coroner 
and Jury for a lengthy adjournment 
stated that he could do nothing else. 
In view of tho Information which tie 
had und the Instructions he was acting 
under. After "consultation between 
lawyer and coroner it was announced 
that the inquest was adjourned ' until 
April 22. 

Tho principal evidence was that 
given by Dr. James H. Edgar and Dr. 
H. Bulfc, who performed tho autopsy 
on the body of Ethel Klnrade. Tho 
point brought out with unmistakable 
emphasis in 'the cross-examination of 
Dr. Edgar was that at a conservative 
estimate, fifteen minutes had elapsed 
between the inflicting of tho wounds in 
the head of the murdered girl and tho 
wounds in the body. One of the threo 
wounds in tho body pierced the heart, 
and would have caused death within a 
minute, according to Dr. Edgar. The 
wounds in the head were inflicted from 
a distance of about four feet, those 
in the body from a distance of about 
one foot. 

With the court room crowded from 
seven o'clock, the inquest opened 
shortly after 8 o'clock. Miss McLel- 
lan, who lives opposite the Klnrades, 
stated that a few minutes before 3.25 
she saw Mrs. Klnrade passing along 
the street, going east. Mrs. Rudd said 
that she saw Ethel Kinrudo at threo 
o'clock on the day of the tragedy 
passing along Charles street, going 
south. She was positive as to tho 
hour, as the clock strucfc when she 
saw Miss Klnrade going by. Charles 
Hossack, the next witness, was pretty 
sure he had seen Ethel Klnrade on the 
afternoon of the tragedy going west 
on Herkimer street. It was after 
two o'clock, but he could not fix tho 
precise hour. He had a vague idea 
of what she wore. Mrs. Sarah Hlllls. 
a servant at 11 Charlton avenue west, 
saw a man running through an nlley 
way, in tiie rear of the Klnrade house. 
She did not know the time. She had 
only seen his head over the top of tho 
fence, in the alley way. Further ques- 
tioning resulted in still more vaguo 
estimates of the time at which she had 
seen the man. Mrs. Cassels was 
questioned as to the man she had seen 
near the Klnrade house about four 
o'clock the afternoon of the tragedy, 
but the examination brought out no- 
thing. Mrs. King was more explicit 
about seeing a suspicious man on tho 
afternoon of tho tragedy. She saw 
him running to the back of the houso 
of Mrs. Taylor, just west of her home. 
He appeared to be very nervous, and 
at times put his hand into his pocket 
as if about to take something out and 
lay it on the stoop. She described tho 
man as fairly clean-shaven and about 
30 years of age, fairly well dressed, 
not like a tramp. She fixed tho tlmo 
of this as at about ten minutes to 
four. 

Crown Attorney Washington con- 
tinued an exhaustive line of ques- 
tioning. Mrs. King answered fluently 
and at length, but nothing more camo 
of her evidence. 

Ernest Stone, a motorman, saw a 
girl a few minutes before four o'clock 
run down the steps of the Klnrado 
house about a car's length In front of 
his car. He had to slow up to avoid 
running over her. Edward Thctaker, 
conductor of the car following Stone, 
said that on a later trip, about 4.45, 
Mrs. Klnrade was a passenger on hla 
car. He testified as to Mrs. Klnrade'u 
surprise and . excitement when sho 
reached the avenue near her home and 
suspected that something was wrong. 

Dr. Edgar, who performed tho au- 
topsy, gave expert medical evidence aM 
to the nature of the wounds of tho 
murdered girl, Five bullets had been 
recovered, and thero was pr'obubly an- 
other in the body. There were two 
scalp wounds from one bullet, threo 
wounds in the breast and three In tho 
ace. The pool of blood was from tho 
^ace wounds. He estimated about six 
'ounces of blood In the pool, which, ac- 
cording to medical computation of tho 
rate of flow from the artery severed, 
would have meant that the blood flow- 
ed about 10 minutes. Mr. Blackstock 
asked how long after wtounds In the 
breast were received would there have 
been effusion of blood from the scalp, 
Tho one through the heart would havo 
caused death In about a minute. 

To Mr. Blackstock's question tho 
doctor said the first inflicted wounds 
were probably In the face and scalp 
and those In the body were Inflicted 
perhaps 10 or 15 minutes later. The 
clothing on the breast was badly burn- 
ed, showing that the revolver had been 
discharged at close range. The wound 
In the heart was s'o largo that thr> 
doctor could have put Ills little finger 
in it.

GOVERNMENT LOAN 
TO G. T. P. COMPANY 



r. Wainwright Explains Why 
Application For Aid Was 
Made 



(Continued on Page Five) 



Ottawa, March If). — Second Vice- 
President Wainwright, of the Q.T.P., 
in a statement today regarding the 
position of his company and Us rea- 
sons for tlie application for a loan of 
$10,000,000 from the Dominion govern- 
ment, said: 

"This is merely a request that the 
government act as bankers for the 
company to the extent of $10,000,000, 
lor which they will accept bonds of the 
G.T.P., bearing 4 per cent interest, 
endorsed and guaranteed by the presi- 
dent of the G.T.P. company. The 
object of this Is to save tlie heavv 
discount that would have to be paid i'f 
these bonds were placed on the mar- 
ket at the present time, owing to the 
large number of flotations recently 
placed on the English market. The 
loan is required in consequence of 
the prairie section of the line having 
cost considerable more money than 
the engineers' estimates, for the follow- 
ing reasons: 

"Tlie standard of the line was fixed 
as the roadbed between Montreal and 
Toronto, but In order to have the line 
suited for economical operation this 
standard has been exceeded, and the 
road from Winnipeg to the foot of 
the Rockies Is being constructed with 
a 4-10 grade or 21 feet to the mile, as 
against one per cent, which exists 
between Montreal and Toronto. The 
curvature has also been reduced and 
the line built as a permanent work. 

"Another reason Is that wages are 
very high, labor scarce, and materials 
of all kinds that went into the road 
very dear. The Dominion government 
placed a duty on steel rails. The con- 
sequence was that Hie estimate for the 
POO odd miles of the prairie section 
lias been exceeded, and additional 
money is required. Tlie company is 
bound by its contract with the gov- 
ernment to supply any money over and 
above $13,000 per mile. The latter 
figure, however, was not passed upon 
as what was intended by the govern- 
ment as 75 per cent of the cost, but 
\uis simply named because the govern- 
ment had already promised the Cana- 
dian Northern a subsidy of endorsed 
bonds to that extent, which would no 
coubt equal seventy-five per cent of 
the cost of their railway. ' The cost 
o!' the G.T.P. line has, however, for

GREAT R USH O F WATER 

Bursting of Water Tanks Causes Loss 
of Life and Property at 
Parkersburg 



Parkersburg, W. Va„ March 10. — 
Three persons were killed, three others 
probably fatally and many more 
slightly hurt, ten or more houses com- 
plotely wrecked, and forty more badly 
damaged when two large water tanks, 
supplying tho city with water, burst 
early this morning. 

The dead are Mr. and Mrs. Walter 
Waggle and small child. Tho bodies 
were found in the ruins of their home. 

Tho seriously injured are Mrs. John 
Malonoy, both legs broken, hurt In- 
ternally, will probably die; Mrs. Katie 
Karnes, invalid, badly bruised and 
shocked, may die; Clara Jones (color- 
ed), hurt internally, will probably die. 

Tho immense stream of released 
writer rushed down Prospect hill, 
BWeeping everything before it. Houses 
were swept into the street, anil the 
residents were knocked from their 
beds. One whole family was carried 
down a street, their houso being torn 
to pieces, yet all escaped except ono 
girl, who suffered a broken collar 
bone. 

The two tanks contained the entire 
city supply of water, and a famine is 
now imminent. The damage will 
iimount to between $200,000 and $30u,- 
000. 



Midway, B. C, March 19.— The gen- 
eral store of Hardy and Co. here, to- 
gether witli all its contents, was des- 
troyed by lire at an early hour this 
morning, entailing a loss of about 
$14,000. The origin of the fire is a 
mystery. A small blaze did $300 worth 
of damage to the building and stock 
about ten days ago, and since that 
time the business of tho firm lias been 
conducted in another building. Two 
inspectors of Insurance companies 
were In Midway appraising the dam- 
age done by the recent lire when this 
morning's blaze occurred. The stock 
was valued at $1 1,000, anil the build- 
ing at $3,000. The insurance is said 
to be about $8,000.

Patrick's alue" — having been the anci- 
ent Irish color. Ireland's blazoning in 
the Hoyal Standard of tho United King- 
dom shows a held of blue as the back- 
ground for the golden harp with its 
silver strings. The order of St. Piitrlcft 
lias a ribbon of the same blue. Possibly 
the reverend orator did not use the re- 
ported words "in the days of old." Some 
antiquarians manltaln that, preceding 
the St. Patrick's blue, tho earnest flag 
of Ireland was orange in color, but that 
may be questioned and, anyway, would 
he unrelated to the modern faction-color 
True it is, nevertheless, that In quite 
modern days, comparatively, green lias 
r oeen adopted popularly as the emblem- 
atic Irish color, whether from revolu- 
tionary sentiment or in relation to the 
surface of the pastoral country 1 am not 
prepared to say. For myself, as a 
lover of Ireland, I prefer tho historic 
St. Patrick's blue and nature's finest 
coloring In the blue-black eyes of so 
many Irish women. 

As a Lowland Scotchman,' I cannot ad- 
mit that my country has not. in at least 
the like degree, "the music that lives 
In the hearts and voices of the people 
of Ireland." Our language, spoilt as it 
is now, by some rough English and 
American intermixture, still is as John 
Ruskln said "the most musical in Eu- 
rope..

Bad Law About City Water. 

Sir — 1 wrote a letter to the paper 
a few days ago on the City Water case, 
I now wish to write a supplement, and 
1 shall try to state my case in the 
fewest possible words. A lawyer would 
take a volume one and a half Inches 
thick I write to people who eomprc- 
lien generally how the matter stands. 
I know for others a great many par- 
ticulars will 'je found wanting. 

When a formor mayor, Mr. Barnard, 
wanted the waste water, could he have 
gone to the Premier and said," 1 want 
this water and I want you to repass 
an act giving the city a right to all 
the water within 20 miles of the city, 
then I want you to appropriate it for 
the city. You see at a former session 
of your house the members who were 
not very wise at that particular time 
gave tlie right to Coldstream water to 
a company, but reserved five million 
gallons a day for the use of Victoria. 
No one denies the right of the city to 
expropriate waste water on any other 
estate If the city council requires It; 
but you see by passing a retroactive ami 
ad hoe act the city will not require to 
pay tlie usual fees, etc., for expropria- 
tion. A large limited company now owns 
the water shed. f am told the Lord 
Mayor of London is a shareholder ami 
I am told one or two more Loudon 
swells also own shares and the share- 
holders here are all most respectable 
men. and none of them knew of tin- 
unwisdom of your house at the partic- 
ular time when the first act was passed 
and these gentlemen have invested 
money In the faith that the laws of our 
country would protect them in the legit- 
imate enjoyment of the property." Could 
tho Premier then tap Mr. Barnard on 
the shoulder and say In public "I like 
you Mr. Barnard and will do ns you 
want." And could the Premier iind 
house then pass a retroactive act ad hoe 
and could the mayor act both judge and 
jury and say what will be a fair price 
to pay to this company for their prop- 
erty. (This seems to me monstrous.) 
And further 1 beg to insert Mr. Pember- 
ton's question, "Would such action tend 
to encourage or discourage capitalists 
to invest money in this country?" No 
man's opinion on this subject should de- 
serve greater consideration than that of 
Mr. Pemberton, and these swell share- 
holders In our greatest city must be 
told of tlie policy If it is persisted in 
and no investor wdll feci safe. These 
aro^not Air. Pemberton's words; I know 
lie will approve. 

After all the lawyer's plan of letter- 
ing each paragraph Is convenient, but 
I will try without. In my supposed 
expropriation I speak of saving the 
fees for the sume, hut I expressly stip- 



ulate that I include the marvelous re- 
striction as to tlie amount that the ar- 
bitrators may award — which In the big- 
ger watershed may amount to several 
hundred thousand dollars. What out- 
law makers have to do with this 1 do 
j not know and cannot conceive; it Is a 
matter for the court, and a law retro- 
active and passed "ad hoc" is unjus- 
| tillable tor such a purpose Is 1 should 
I think quite lllogal. I see the newspa- 
| per subeditors full into tho Premier's 
j logic. Do they remember that under 
our glorious constitution, if a man 
steals halt' a dollar from a shop counter 
he is sent to prison 

I could say a deal In excuse for those 
who voted for the passing of the false 
legislation. I have had a great deal 
of experience .of newspaper writers. 
They have to pronounce at once on ques- 
tions they know nothing about and their 
plan is to write platitudes of a very 
non-committal character. Well our 
legislators have Just been through tho 
excitement or all night sittings and 
about water too.. In such circumstances 
tlie will gets rather pliant and 1 can 

suppose some of them saying d n 

water and then voting for false legis- 
lation on a subject they know little 
about. 

The Coldstream act was a living 
tiling. Tin; company kept to the terms 
of their holding and had always Ave 
million gallons per day on hand for this 
city. 

I spoke to half a dozen of the share- 
holders on tlie same morning that our 
papers announced a settlement.

I do not know whether he embraced the 
mayor but he spoke very highly of him. 
Royal personages embrace each other 
for appearance sake, but in civil cases 
our judge when lie sees a friend before 
him gives a quiet little nod — he never 
winks. • 

1 was asked by a' friend who wanted 
to invest a little money in an advertised 

! company's shares. If It was safe. I replied 
that very 'much depends on the manage- 
ment; there' Is-'^oorui Tor;- tlie business. 

"V will now add;,thatv : dhi*rn Is another 
danger and I am""toTfli by tlie cautious 
lawyers that they always tell their cli- 
ents of the part the government some- 
times plays. If this denouements puts 
this matter right and defines that it In 
tlie lawmakers duty to make laws and 
the duty of the courts to administer 
these laws, tills little stir will have 
done some good. It is perfectly sick- 
ening to find Mr. Thomson, M P., ap- 
parently swallowing fulsome praise for 
ids poor legislation I do not think any 
court In the empire would support it 
except in dire necessity; In time of war 
and such like. It is pleasant, however, 
to know we can all agree about Mr. 
Hall, lie is a dear mayor, every man to

Important Deputation Waited 
Upon Premier Asquith Re- 
garding Child Labor 



London, March 19.— An Important 
and non-party deputation waited on 
the premier tho other afternoon at tho 
House of Commons to urge that steps 
should bo taken to alter the present 
condition of boy and girl labor, and to 
discuss its effect on the question of 
unemployment. Mr. Asquith was ac- 
companied by Herbert Gladstone, homo 
secretary; Mr. Runcimun. president of 
the board of education; Sydney Bux- 
ton, postmaster-general; and Herbert 
Samuel, Under-Secretary for the homo 
office. Tlie deputation was introduced 
by the Bishop of Southwark, and in- 
cluded, among others, the Bishop of 
Hereford, president of tlie National 
League of Workers with Roys; Lord 
Henry Bentinck, Sir M. Melville 
Heachcroft, Sir C. Kinloch-Cooke, Sir 
John Cockburn, chairman L.C.C. re- 
presentative managers; J. Ramsay 
Macdonald, M.P., and tlie Labor party. 

Tlie Bishop of Southwark said their 
reason for asking tlie premier to re- 
ceive them was that the government 
had before them the question of un- 
employment, and this matter of boy 
and girl labor was closely associated 
with it. They would ask the govern- 
ment to prohibit or at any rate to 
limit, certain forms of child labor, 
which meant in later life very often 
that young men went into tho ranks 
of the unskilled unemployed. Educa- 
tion they contended should lie prolong- 
ed, the school age extended, and that 
from the age of about 14 to 17 school 
discipline should lie enforced by 
youths being compelled, if need be, 
to go to institutions where they could 
receive Industrial, moral and mental 
training. The motto should be "Earn 
and learn." Such things would not 
solve the whole question of unemploy- 
ment, but would contribute to its so- 
lution. 

The premier, in reply, said there was 
one thing about which all who had 
studied the subject wore agreed, and 
that was that one of the main streams 
which contributed to the volume' of un- 
employment, and which from the na- 
tional point of view was the. most 
I serious, was the discontinuity, if h'e 
might use the expression, between tho 
school age, when the state looked af- 
ter the boy with minute and parental 
care, to the age when he had to un- 
dertake the serious duties of life. That 
was an unbridged gap in tlie social 
system which contributed more largely 
than any other particular or speelllc 
causo to the chronic gravity of tho 
problem of unemployment. Speaking 
on behalf of the whole of the govern- 
ment, he could say, now that they 
were fortified with practical recom- 
mendations they might hope beforo 
long to give legislative sanction to 
many of the suggestions that had been 
made. 



BOLD RAID ON BANK 



Robbers Dynamite Building in Bald 
Knob, Ark., But Fail to Reach 
Treasure 



Raid' Knob, Ark.. March lfl.-- Whilo 
pome of their number rode about the 
streets discharging weapons and 
holding the populace in terror, others 
of a band of robbers worked for more 
I nan an hour today In an unsuccess- 
ful effort to dynamite their way Into 
the vault of the Bank of Bald Knob, 
abandoning their task after firing 
nearly a score of blasts, which de- 
molished the outer door of tho safe, 
but failed to force the inner doors. 
One citizen was wounded In the part- 
ing fusllade of the band as they rodo 
way. 

The explosion aroused the citizens, 
who emerged from their houses and 
were greeted by the bullets of the 
outposts. They quickly ran to shel- 
ter, while the robbers kept up an al- 
most continuous lire, taking chance 
shots at any one who came within 
range. In the meanwhile those at 
work in the bank building continued 
to explode dynamite but without suc- 
cess other than to partially wreck tlie 
building as well as adjoining struc- 
tures. 

Before beginning operations the rob- 
bc-rs destroyed telephone communica- 
tion out of Bald Knob. A message to 
Augusta over a wire brought a posse 
of police from that place who joined 
several other posses hastily formed 
hen- and immediately started In pur- 
suit of tlie band.

Thomas Shannon, Well Known Clover- 
dale Farmer, Passes to His Rest — 
Came to Coast in 1862 



New Westminster, March 19. — An- 
Othir of the old-timers of the district 
has passed from this world hi the 
person of Thomas Shannon, tho well 
known farmer and stock-breeder of 
Cloverdale. Mr, Shannon has been ill 
for some time past and his death 
occurred yesterday. 

The late Mr. Shannon was CO years 
cf age and a native of Ireland. He 
came to the. Pacific coast In ISOU, and 
after spending some time mining in 
California and Cariboo ho settled on 
a farm at Sumas .'1G years ago. Three 
venrs later he moved to Cloverdale, 
where he took up land and where he 
owned one of the best farms in Brit- 
ish Columbia. He leaves four sons 
riid a daughter, Samuel II., George, 
Thomas and J. W. Shannon, and Miss 
Mary J. Shannon, all of whom reside 
at tho old homestead. William Shan- 
non of Vancouver, Samuel Shannon of 
Fburne, and Joseph Shannon of Clover- 
dale, ure brothers of the deceased. 



Vancouver, March 19. — A Chinese 
gambling houso at 516 Carroll street 
Wits held up at the point of a gun 
last night and in consequence Sun 
Yuen is under arrest charged with 
robbing tlie joint of $S0. According 
to the accounts the police received all 
the affair lacked to make It a typical 
"stlckup" of early day times when 
gambling was prevalent all over the 
west, was that the alleged hold-ups 
failed to line the occupants of the place 
up against the wall with their backs 
turned and rob them also. 

The police secured very meagre 
details with considerable trouble, but 
they were enough to make it clear 
that a holdup occurred and Sun Yuen 
was one of the alleged instigators. 

A chuck-a-luck game was at its 
height, the players being all Chinese, 
when It is alleged Yuen and his com- 
panion walked in and began gambling. 
For some reason, which was not ex- 
plained the dealer refused to pay a 
bet which Yuen won, so Yuen adopted 
his own means of collection by pull- 
ing from his hip pocket in true western 
style, a six-shooter which he shoved 
under the dealer's nose while his com- 
panion Is alleged to have quietly taken 
the bankroll amounting to $S0. 

Then while the excitement was at 
its height and before the police ar- 
rived the alleged robbers escaped. 
Yuen was the only one captured, the 
other one apparently being safe in 
hiding for the present. Magistrate 
Williams this morning adjourned 
Yuen's case till Wednesday. 

HIGHER PfflCEJFOR BREAD 

Failure of Argentine Wheat Crop 
Makes Broad Dear in London 



London, March 19. — Bread In most 
London shops has been advanced In 
price by one halfpenny per quarter 
loaf, making the price Gd per 4 -lb. loaf. 
This decision has been come to by the 
London Master Bakers' Protective as- 
sociation, to which the majority of 
bakers of London belong. ' About 
fourteen of tho largest bakers In Lon- 
don are members of an informal com- 
mittee, which Is not a part of the Pro- 
tection association, and they will not 
meet until next week, when their 
prices will probably be raised in con- 
sonance with those of the other 
traders. 

Mr. W. Neave Hill on of the largest 
members of the bakery trade, said: 
"The immediate cause of tlie rise In 
price is the comparative failure of the 
wheat eroo in Argentina. Last year 
this yielded 17,0(!u,0UO quarters. It 
was expected to fall this year to 15,- 
000,000, but. it has fallen to 11,000,000. 
Flour lias consequently risen as much 
ns '.is fid per sack In the past month, 
and It seems almost bound to go high- 
er still before the new wheat crops 
can come to hand; so that bread will 
in all probability follow suit and go 
higher still." 

Maritime Provinces Champion 

Ottawa, March 19. — In the senate 
yesterday Senator Comeau moved a 
resolution that if any change is made 
in tlie boundaries of the provinces of 
Ontario, Quebec and Manitoba, or any 
of them, the interests of the maritime 
provinces should -be safeguarded by 
reservation to the Dominion, for the 
beneilt of the maritime provinces, of 
at least part of the mineral rights In 
the territories added to tlie lirst- 
named provinces. Tho motion was 
Opposed by Senators Lougheed, Cart- 
wright and Ferguson because of Its 
contentious nature. Senator Comeau 
said his; object was to call attention to

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AN IMPERIAL NAVY. 

' The necessity for the establishment 
of colonial navul contingents is being 
recognized as never before. It seems a 
.very remarkable thing that such a 
necessity should be felt in these clays, 
when we are supposed to have substl 
tuted arbitration for war in almost 
every conceivable dispute that Is like- 
ly to arise; but the fact remains that 
the demand for naval protection is 
greater now than it was in the days 
when force was regarded as the only 
possible solution of international dis- 
putes, instead of being, as we all now 
like to think, only the lust resort. We 
ilnd it difficult to convince ourselves 
that Canada has done anything like 
her duty in this regard, it seems to 
lie taken for granted that a direct 
contribution in money to the mainten- 
ance of the Royal Navy cannot be 
considered as within the realm of 
probability. We insist that we must 
control the expenditure of our own 
money, and cannot entertain the sug- 
gestion of anything, which may have 
the appearance of tribute to the Brit- 
ish government. We suppose this idea 
is well founded; but whether it is or 
not, both sides of politics in Canada 
are committed to it, and to attempt 
to persuade a majority of the people 
to the contrary view would bo hope- 
less. We .think it .may be taken for 
granted that Canada will not contri- 
bute to the maintenance of the Royal 
navy as it is at present constituted. 

But this does not dispose of the 
question. It leaves wholly untouched 
the real issue, which may be thus 
stated: Do_ the people of Canada think 
that they will ever need naval protec- 
tion, and if they do think so, is it not 
their duty to provide for it as far as 
their means will permit? The stage 
lias not been reached when it is neces- 
sary to ask if Canada is prepared to 
contribute to maintain a navy to as- 
sist Britain in any other part of the 
world in any war which she may have 
. with a foreign power. It would lie 
folly to talk of that, when we know 
that if the Mother Country should be 
engaged in such a war the unprotected 
coasts of the Dominion would be a 
source of weakness. Lot it be sup- 
posed that war should break out be- 
tween the United Kingdom anil any 
lCuropean power or combination of 
powers able to bring a formidable 
navy into action. It is evident that in 
f;uch an event the Royal Navy's first 
duty would be to protect the shores of 
the United Kingdom. Vessels would 
hare to be massed in home waters in 
sufficient numbers to make invasion 
impossible. The enemy would Know 
tills and would doubtless detach ships 
from Its fleet to strike at Britain else- 
where, partly witli the view of break- 
ing up the Empire, and partly with 
the view of drawing off some of the 
lleet from home waters. What would 
happen in such a ease if an enemy's 
ship should sail, lor example, up the 
Kt. Lawrence? A few days' rapid 
steaming would enable a light cruiser 
to reach Montreal, and the result need 
not be suggested, for any one can 
imagine it 1'or himself. What would 
we do about it? There is only one 
thing that we could do under existing 
circumstances, and that is invoke the 
Monroe Doctrine. The United States 
would come to our protection, but 
what would be the conditions? If 
Britain could not protect us, and we 
would not protect ourselves, the Unit- 
ed States would very properly say that 
we should contribute our share to the 
protection of North America from 
European invasion, and that we could 
have our choice between doing that in 
the form of a tribute to the govern- 
ment of that country for the purpose 
of naval defence, or by joining the re- 
public, and thus taking upon ourselves 
1 he share of defence, which we are not 
now willing to bear as :i part of the 
British Empire. We confess to being 
unable to understand the passivity of 
the Dominion government. In this 
matter. The United Kingdom is at 
fever heat over naval defence, but we 
are absolutely indifferent in Canada, 
and yet tin- circumstances, which 
would render it necessary to the safe- 
ty of Britain to have a powerful Heel, 
would be the very circumstances which 
would render it necessary for Canada 
to be prepared to protect herself or 
else be ready to forfeit her existence 
us a part of the Umpire.

What about the things 
that are allowed to encumber the 
road, as a piece of Iron water pipe has 
been allowed to encumber Douglas 
street In sight of the City Hall for 
weeks since the pipes were laid in the 
street? What about those disgraceful 
things at the intersection of Govern- 
ment and Douglas streets, which we. 
call the Fountain, and which, unless 
something Is done with them ought to 
be sold for junk without delay? What 
about a hundred other things, such as 
unpalnted buildings struggling to keep 
themselves from falling down, wretch- 
ed fences, unfenced lots with all man- 
ner of rubbish upon them? What are 
we going to do about these things? 

It would be a good plan for the city 
authorities to set an example to the 
citizens. Then it would be a good 
plan also for every man to set an ex- 
ample to his neighbor. Once a certain 
man moved into a certain neighbor- 
hood in this town and proceeded to 
cut away all the bushes from the 
street in front of his premises, to keep 
the grass cut short and trim the road- 
way line. His neighbor told him he 
was a nuisance, for he said: "Now 
I'll have to do tile same thing," and he 
did. Let us all resolve to clean things 
up and we will be surprised what it 
difference it will make. We will not 
then have to be apologizing to visitors, 
and when we tell people that this is 
Victoria the Beautiful, they will not 
ask us; "Where?" 



THE WATER WORKS LAW 

In fairness to the City Council and 
the members of the legislature it 'ought 
to be said that the Mayor offered the 
representatives of the Esquimau Wa 
ter Works Company to increase the 
interest rate from six to seven per 
cent, if they would not raise any ques- 
tion of order, but the offer was de- 
clined. This would have made a dif- 
ference of about $75,000 to the com- 
pany. In regard to the omission of a 
time limit in the law, this was not 
asked for until the Bill was up for 
third reading, when Mr. Thomson, 
who had it in charge had no other 
Course open to him but to urge the 
passage of the measure as it stood. 
V request for a time limit would not 
have been unreasonable. Those per- 
sons. Who think the city ought to ac- 
quire the Esquimau Water Works, 
would have preferred a time limit in 
order to hasten action on the part of 
the city. Those who do not wish the 
city to acquire that property would 
have seen in a time limit a means of 
preventing such a consummation. But 
It was unreasonable to expect Mr. 
Thomson, wh'o in the matter was re- 
presenting the city authorities, to 
consent to the Insertion in the measure 
of something which tin? city authori- 
ties had not agreed to, and the other 
city members were In Just the same 
position. Considerable stress is laid 
up'on the fact that the Lord Mayor of 
London is interested In the Esquimalt 
company. We are told that he holds 
certain shares of the company in trust. 
Bui we really do not see what differ- 
ence that makes. II" the law is a just 
one, it does not make any difference 
who are the shareholders, and if It Is 
unjust it would be no less so, if all the 
shareholders lived right here in Vic- 
toria, as we believe most of them do. 
We are inclined to think that even 
the Lord Mayor of London if he ever 
knows the facts of the case, will think 
tin.' transaction quite defensible in 
view of Hie legal questions involved. 



THE U. S. TARIFF. 

The proposed changes in the United 
States tariff may be very far-reaching. 
What a great country like the neigh- 
boring republic tines in connection 
with foreign commerce must of neces- 
sity be of vast importance to the whole 
world. The doctrine of high protec- 
tion did not originate' in Washington, 
but its adoption by Congress has pro- 
foundly influenced the commerce and 
policy of nearly every other nation. 
Any departure, which may he made 
from that syste m, will affect commer- 
cial interests everywhere to a greater 
or less extent. When the policy of high 
protection was adopted, the United 
Stales had a population less than 
half what it now has, and the people 
were not nearly as great consumers of 
commodities as they are at present and 
they were nothing like as oxtenslvo 
producers. The relative importance of 
the United States commercially is 
very much greater than it was forty 
years ago. Hence any material alter- 
ation in the fiscal policy of that coun- 
try must have an influence of the most 
vital character. 

AVe had a. telegram yesterday morn- 
ing which said that the United King- 
dom and France would be the first to 
receive the advantage of the minimum 
tariff provided for In the measure now 
before Congress. Without the text 
of the proposed legislation before tin, 
it would lie useless to say anything 
more than that It may have an im- 
portant bearing upon the fiscal policy 
of the United Kingdom. It Is likely to 
introduce a new factor Into tin.' tariff 
reform movement In that country. Wo 
mentioned yesterday that It might 
have senile hearing upon I he British 
preference now In force in Canada. If 
if shall appear that Canada will not 
have the benefit of tiie minimum tariff 
because of that preference, and if a 
desire to have advantage of that tnrirf 
will prevent the United Kingdom from 
adopting a policy of lntcr-linpcrlal pre- 



ference. It will be necessary for a 
great many people to recast their Ideas 
as to the real basis of the Imperial 
fabric. Until tho measure has becomo 
law, or at least until the full text of 
It Is available any further discussion 
would bo too indefinite to be of any 
value. 



Mr. Barnard made a strong idea in 
the Commons Cor more generous ap- 
propriations for tho Improvement of 
Victoria harbor, it Is quite refreshing 
to havo somebody "speak up" to the 
Ottawa authorities regarding tho 
needs and requirements of this city. 



Beginning January 1, next year, the 
United States may introduce a one- 
cent postage rate on all domestic let- 
ters. If this reduction process keeps 
on, as it seems to promise, up-to-date 
governments will perhaps be bonuslng 
people to write letters. 



Victoria is now face to face with tho 
problem of erecting a new Home for 
the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion. The canvassing committee of 
the organization will almost immedi- 
ately get to work collecting the money, 
and we bespeak for them a generous 
reception on the part of the general 
public. 



The London Standard declares that 
tiie hard-wrought taxpayer in ling- 
land must obtain assistance from his 
kindred overseas in the matter of naval 
defence of the Empire. It urges as one 
condition stipulated for such assist- 
ance, a definite place for the Colonies 
in the Empire's council of defence. The 
leaven is working. 



It !s very gratifying to be Informed 
that satisfactory progress is being 
made with the project to establish a 
Maternity Home in connection with the 
Provincial Royal Jubilee Hospital. The 
plans for the building will be prepared 
forthwith. We congratulate the mem- 
bers of the Woman's Auxiliary on the 
success which has attended the admir- 
able spirit of determination they have 
shown in connection with this scheme.

BRITISH OPINION 



The premier has joined Mr. Balfour 
and Mr. Chamberlain as one of the 
Elder Brethren of Trinity House, an 
ofilce which, says the Manchester 
Guardian, is now mainly nominal, and 
therefore given to princes and distin- 
guished statesmen. Trinity House lias 
a line old crusted history. It was or- 
iginally a very old guild of mariners 
which received a charter from Henry 
VIII., and grew in importance until at 
one time it was practically in charge 
of the naval defence of tho country. 
It is still the chief of the too numerous 
authorities that control the lighting 
and buoyage of our coasts, but this 
work is looked after by expert per- 
manent officials. There is an agita- 
tion, which will probably grow and 
eventually succeed, for consolidating 
tho administration of lights, buoys, 
etc., under a government department. 
There are other Trinity Houses be- 
sides the London one. Hull, Neweastle- 
on-Tyne, Leith, and Dundee, all have 
Trinity Houses, some of which seem 
to have started by being partly religi- 
ous and partly secular societies estab- 
lished by seamen, chiefly for mutual 
assistance and the help of the infirm 
and aged. This last function and the 
licensing of pilots are the only duties 
still performed by most of them. 

It' is interesting, says the Manchester 
Guardian, to learn from the ruling of 
a London coroner that the only per- 
sons entitled at common law to exam- 
ine witnesses at an inquest are the 
coroner himself and the jury. In 
many respects "crowner's quest law" 
differs from tho ordinary regulations 
of the courts. Thus a coroner is not 
bound by the rules of evidence which 
j restrict an ordinary judge and jury. 
No counsel or solicitor attending at an 
inquest can legally, insist on asking 
questions of witnesses. It is, however, 
usual -for . such examinations to take 
place by courtesy, of the coroner. Cer- 
tain persons, however, other than 
members of the legal* profession can 
examine witnesses before the coroner 
under the provisions of the Factory 
and Mines acts. 

A very interesting question Is raised, 
says the Globe, by the tragic death 
of Mr. Charles Warner. For years he 
had played the part of Coupeau in 
"Drink," which made demands upon his 
imaginative and nervous powers of an 
exceedingly exhausting kind, and 
whether tho personality he was called 
upon to present ultimately dominated 
the man himself is a point which may 
not be unlikely as it appears at the 
llrst blush.

ests of Canada Is occupying the minds 
of our kinsmen in the Dominion, as It 
has been In the habit or doing spas- 
modically from time to time with lit- 
tle permanent result The question of 
the export of pulp wood from Canada 
to the United States also continues 
one of tlie most pressing economic 
problems of the day throughout Can- 
ada, and I notice that a cartoon in a 
recent issue of Industrial Canada, tho 
organ of the Canadian Manufacturers' 
Association, hits off tile general Cana- 
dian view on the subject pretty ac- 
curately. It represents Uncle Sam 
apparently crossing one of the lakes 
which separate Canada from the Unit- 
ed Ktates on a raft of pulp wood, and. 
looking behind him in the direction of 
the Dominion as he propels his raft to 
the Other side, Uncle Sam remarks, 
"Waal, I gin that'ar innocent Jack 
Canuck $0 a cord for It. Over to hum 
1 manufacter every cord Inter $10 wu'th 
o' paper." That is just tho point that 
grates on the Canadian nerves. They 
may get their $J a cord for the pulp 
wood they export, but Uncle Sam, 
whoso forests can provide his supplies 
no longer, converts it into $10 worth 
of paper, and consequently nets a huge 
profit to the disadvantage of Cana- 
dian paper, with which it competes. 

The Dally Telegraph says: This 
has been a great week for Scottish 
Unionism — a week of solid and unmis- 
takable triumph. Four elections have 
been fought in thoroughly representa- 
tive constituencies. Tho two chief 
cities of Seutland — Edinburgh and 
Glasgow — have both' had an opportun- 
ity of declaring their tulnd. The agri- 
cultural interest spoke at Forfarshire, 
and the Border Burghs represent the 
opinion of the smaller places where 
town and country blend. The govern- 
ment must be contemplating with a 
rueful face tho results of the week if 
they permit themselves the rare privi- 
lege of seeing tilings as they are. It 
In to be noted that the Liberal ma- 
jorities in Forfarshire and South Edin- 
burgh are, despite their very heavy 
fall, considerably larger than were the 
normal Liberal majorities prior to 1900. 
Nothing is to be gained by ignoring 
this fact, and the Radical Press is jus- 
tilied in drawing attention to it. But 
in our opinion what it shows is that 
the Scottish electorate is being brought 
rotmd surely if slowly to the Unionist 
programme and to the tariff reform 
doctrine, which Is now its leading 
Item. Many Scottish constituencies, 
in which were beginning to get on 
terms with their strongly-entrenched 
opponents, returned Radicals at the 
last general election by fivefold and 
even ten-fold majorities. But these 
Unionists who refused to have any- 
thing to do with tariff reform are now 
coming back — won over, as thousands 
of Unionists in England have been 
won over, by the irresistible logic of 
hard facts. 

With, the declaration of the poll at 
Hawick (says the. Morning Post), the 
miniature electoral struggle In' the 
South of Scotland has come to an end. 
Kir John Barran's success in retaining 
the seat by a small majority will pro- 
bably be welcomed by Liberals as a 
glorious victory, and the party will no 
doubt endeavor to restore its waning 
spirits by an elaborate pretence of 
strong satisfaction at the fidelity of 
Scotch attachment to the government. 
The eagerness with 'which tho Lib- 
erals jiow try to magnify every indi- 
cation that seems to tell in their favor 
is a sure proof of the depressed con- 
dition of their fortunes. .Unionists 
need not grudge their opponents any 
little Dickers of comfort which the re- 
cent bye-elections may have brought. 
They have no reason to be dissatisfied 
with the signs of the trend of opinion 
exhibited during the past week In 
Scotland, and they have good ground 
for looking forward to the future with 
hope and confidence, it is true that 
only in one case has a Liberal seat ac- 
tually been captured, though the vic- 
tory at Glasgow was sufficiently strik- 
ing and devislve to count for several 
ordinary successes. Hut even where 
the Unionist attack on what were re- 
garded as safe Liberal seats failed the 
features of the elections were tho re- 
verse of encouraging to the party in 
power.

KENNEL SHOWS ON 

THE PACIFIC COAST 



Relation of British Columbia Clubs to 
C. K. A. — System of Govern- 
ment 



As dog fanciers these days are look- 
ing forward to the approaching spring 
shows with not a little interest, and, 
in most Instances, are exceedingly busy 
preparing their canines for the coast 
competitions, a recital of the exact 
state of affairs in regard to the govern- 
ment ^f tho Victoria and Vancouver 
exhibitions will he of value. On this 
subject there appears to be consider- 
able mlsaprehenslon and yesterday en- 
quiry was made at authoritative quar- 
t< rs with the result that an explana- 
tion were elicited as follows: 

The Canadian Kennel club Is the 
governing body of dogdom In Can- 
ada, with headquarters In Toronto. The 
objects are to promote the breeding of 
thoroughbred dogs; to protect the In- 
terests of owers and breeders; to form- 
ulate rules for the government of dog 
shows and competitions, and In such 
other ways as it may see lit, attempt 
to guide and advance the welfare of 
dogs and their owners. The C.K.C. 
never hold shows; they simply make 
the rules and govern. It is composed 
of members from all over Canada, and 
numerous members In British Colum- 
bia enjoy its many privileges. A few 
of these are: One registration of a 
dog free each year; "Kennel Gazette," 
(monthly) free; registration of prefix, 
also of kennel name; annual stud 
book, containing all registrations and 
wins for the current year. The C.K.C. 
also offers handsome silver and bronze 
medals at every show, for which none 
hut members may compete, and when a 
dog wins a championship, If he is 
registered and the owner a member of 
the C.K.C. he will receive a very hand- 
some Chanqplonship cup. In addition to 
the. abovo there are many minor ad- 
vantages, such as transfer of regis- 
trations, copies of pedigrees, etc. The 
membership fee Is only %'i per year. 

There are many "doggy" people In 
Canada who are unaware of these 
privileges, and further, how they 
could keep in touch (through tho 
Gazette), and further the interests of 
the dog by joining the C.K.C., and 
helping it along. The annual dues, 
are trifling and well worth the ad- 
vantages to be derived. Another point 
that it would he woll for intending 
exhibitors to remember is that now 
Is the time to join, just as tho shows 
are starting and that It only costs 
$1 to register, and that by registering 
you save listing fees for all time to 
come. 

The Pacific Advisory Board to tho 
Canadian Kennel club has jurisdiction 
over all doggy matters on the Pacific 
coast. They are hound to carry out 
tho rules of the C.K.C, but otherwise 
control matters. Mr. IT. B. Donovan, 
Toronto, In secretary of tho C.K.C, and 
Mr. E. C Powell, Vancouver, is sec- 
retary of the advisory hoard. It would 
be woll to remember that it takes 
nearly three weeks to , have a dog 
registered, as it must go to Toronto, 
and to rccelvo the advantages in time 



for the Victoria or Vancouver shows 
local fanciers should attend to it im- 
mediately. Anyone wishing to join the 
C.K.C. or register a dog, can do so 
through Mr. Powell, the secretary, 
who has the necessary forms.

The death of Mr. Henry Dumbleton 
occurred yesterday morning at the 
family residence, Rocklands, Np. 1750 
Rockland avenue.

Educated successfully at Marlbor- 
ough, and at Oxford, where he re- 
ceived both a scholarship and his de- 
cree, he made an extensive trip 
through the southern districts of 
South Africa, where he most success- 
fully hunted big game, a number of 
his finest trophies having eventually 
been brought to this city and used for 
the embellishment oC his residence. 

In the year tS4!i he married Clara 
Marianne Garcia, a daughter of Mr. 
Maurice Garcia, who filled the oillces 
of both civil commissioner and magis- 
trate in Cape Colony, and the diamond 
anniversary of this most interesting 
event in his long life was fittingly 
celebrated in 1005. 

.Some time subsequently he entered 
Into residence at Hall Grove. Bagsh'ot, 
which had been bequeathed him by 
his uncle. Thomas Dumbleton, of the 
Bust Indian navy, and after an Inter- 
val of several years lie again went 
down to what is perhaps in some ro- 
ots one of the most attractive 
countries in the whole world. South 
Africa, where he lived Tor twelve years 
t Wynberg, which fs situated not far 
from Cape Town. 

Coming back to England, he resided 
alternately at Hall Grove and at 
Hrownwylfa, at Exmouth, in Devon- 
shire, and finally in the year 1886 he 
paid a visit to this city, its principal 
attraction being found in not merely 
the manifold charms of its climate and 
its many-aided environment, but also 
in the wonderfully good fishing and 
shooting, which are to bo enjoyed in 
so many directions. 

So satisfied did he become with 
these varied and striking advantages 
that he speedily decided to become a 
permanent resident, building a de- 
lightful home for himself anil bis 
family and naming it "The Rocklands." 

Among his many remarkable ex- 
periences in the course of a lengthy 
as well as diversified career, way well 
be included the fact that he was one 
of the passengers who came across 
the continent upon the first 
train, which traversed the tracl

LEGAL INTELLIGENCE 

Mr. Justice Martin yesterday hand- 
ed down a judgment denying the peti- 
tion for divorce In the case of Kayo vs. 
Kayo, an action from Ladysmith. His 
lordship held that the petitioner had 
not made out his case beyond reason- 
able doubt, and so was not entitled to 
a decree. Wm. Moresby for the peti- 
tioner, J. A. Alkman for the respon- 
dent, and Thornton Fell for the co- 
respondent. 

The case of Victoria vs. the IS. ( '. 
Electric Railway Co. was down for 
hearing in chambers yesterday, but 
stood over by consent until the 23rd 
Instant. This case arises out of tho 
attempt of the tramway company to 
lay their rails across the sidewalk to 
the Lyman-Scott bunkers on Spring 
Ridge without the permission of the 
city. 

There are two supreme court cases 
down far trial during the coining 
week. On Monday the case of Wood 
ruff vs. Vlpond will be tried before a 
jury. In this action the plaintiff Is 
suing for $10,000 damages for a shat- 
tered ankle likely to cripple him for 
life. He was working round a log- 
ging engine which he claims was de- 
fective. Wni. C. Moresby Is for tho 
plaintiff and W. H. Langley for tho de- 
fendant. 

Tho second case is that of Wood 
vs. the Hartley Bay Lumber Co., in 
which ii former bookkeeper is suing 
for wages alleged to be due, damages 
for wrongful dismissal and remunera- 
tion for staking some timber lands. 
The total sum claimed is $022.79. 
Frank Higglns is for the plaintiff and 
W. J. Taylor. K.C., for the defendant/

James Bay Property Owners 
Argue For Wood Block 
. ' - • Pavement 



That a pavement of wood blocks in- 
stead or vitrified brick, the latter of 
which materials has been deckled upon 
by the city council as tho material 
with which the Causeway shall bo 
paved, will prove the most economical, 
noiseless and most satisfactory was 
the claim put forth by a deputation 
of property owners of the James Bay 
section at last night's meeting of the 
streets, bridges and sewers commit- 
tee. 

Since the city council, at last Mon- 
day night's meeting decided by a close 
vote that the Causeway shall bo 
paved with vitrified brick considerable 
opposition to tho proposed programme 
has developed, It was with the ob- 
ject of inducing tho council to change 
its plans and, instead, to adopt the 
wood block pavement that the depu- 
tation waited upon the civic commit- 
tee last night. The deputation was 
composed of Dr. Milne, C. E. Redfern, 
W. J. Pendray, ex-Akl. Cameron, R. 
L. Drury, Chris. Spencer, Thomas Cu- 
saek, Herbert Kent and A. G. Sargi- 
son. 

Argues for Wood Blocks 

Mr. Redfern on behalf of the depu- 
tation sta'.nd that while the members 
of the deputation were property own- 
ers of the James Bay section they re- 
resented the ratepayers of tho whole 
Ity. He urged that the council 
should reconsider its decision arrived 
at last Monday's meeting and sub- 
stitute wood blocks treated with creo- 
sote for vltrllled brick. It might be 
urged that Government street is a 
business street whereon heavy trafllc 
called for the brick pavement, but ho 
was sure that wood blocks would serve 
the purpose and certainly there would 
bo none of the noise nuisance con- 
nected with brick. Not. only to resi- 
dents in tho neighborhood of the 
Causeway hut also to visitors staying 
at the impress hotel would tho noise 
occasioned by a brick pavement bo a 
decided detriment. First impressions 
go a long way with the visitor to tho 
city and if visitors to Victoria aro 
greeted with the "deafening clamour" 
Inseparable from a brick pavement 
they would not be favorably Impress- 
ed. Vitrified brick pavements have- 
not always proved an unqualified suc- 
cess, they require constant attention. 
The city's experience with wood blocks 
as a paving material has shown that 
such a pavement Is satisfactory if 
proper care be taken in the construc- 
tion and maintenance. Fort street, 
which had been laid with wood blocks 
had lasted out its allotted term with 
practically little repair, if tho Cause- 
way be paved with wood blocks and 
the pavement lasts the full term it 
will be far more satisfactory than 
brick. It would be foolish to experi- 
ment with brick. It would be better 
to wait and see what the experience 
witli the Wharf street brick pavement 
will be before any more pavements of 
that material are laid. 

Should Use Plant. 
Ex-Aid. Cameron also favOreci' wood 
blocks. He referred to the efforts of 
a former city council to secure the 
most suitable paving material and the 
decision to erect a creosotlng plant, a 
plant which would cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $20,000, and which is now 
just really beginning to be of service. 
He believed that wood blocks properly 
treated would last nearly the full term. 
Now before the first creosoted block 
pavement had been down more than a 
year and a half the council propose to 
make a change to vitrified bricks. The 
present year will, without doubt, be 
the best in the next ten years, and it 
Is up to the council to have the streets 
In good condition before the tido of 
visitors begins to arrive. To lay brick 
will mean that the pavement will not 
be down before the Seattle fair visi- 
tors arrive. He was sure the citizens 
would be satisfied with wood blocks. 

R. L. Drury referred to the grievous 
wrong which would be dune should 
vitrified brick be laid In front of the 
Empress Hotel. The noise of tho 
traffic would make life a burden to 
those staying at the hotel. The Cause- 
way is the most important promenade 
In the city, with surroundings of an 
exceptional character and as a brick 
pavement cannot be laid ut once ow- 
ing to the Impossibility of securing the 
necessary material for some months, 
the place will remain an eyesore un- 
less wood blocks are adopted. 

A. G. Sarglson also favored wood 
blocks, claiming that the Causeway is 
the very last place on which an experi- 
ment witli vitrified brick should be 
made. There is nothing to show that 
wood blocks, properly treated with 
creosote, Is not a good pavement. 

Dr. Milne also advocated wood 
blocks, stating that In the interests of 
the travelling public it is imperative 
that the most noiseless pavement 
should be laid. The; city has not gone 
far enough to say whether wood blocks 
give the best pavement and its experi- 
ment should be continued. 

Wants the Best. 
Christopher Spencer suggested that 
perhaps the question of noise has been 
somewhat exaggerated, but he believed 
that the pavement which would prove 
the most economical, durable and pre- 
sent the best appearance should bi 
adopted. He doubted very much if 
oven a wood pavement could bo laid 
this year. About the best thing that 
could be done would bo to fix up the 
Causeway this year as well as pos 
sible and defer paving it until next 
year. 

Alderman Stewart, in answer to the 
arguments of the members of tho de- 
putation, again showed himself tho 
champion of the brick pavement, lie 
believed that when the bylaw, which 
must bo submitted to the ratepayers 
before tho pavement can be laid, was 
voted upon tho ratepayers would re- 
member the history of wood block 
pavements In this city. Right today 
in that portion of pavement laid with 
creosoted blocks could be seen defec- 
tive blocks. He laughed at tho sug- 
gestion that vitrified brick for paving 
purposes Is an experiment. On tho 
contrary, such pavements have been 
down in Seattle for seventeen years. 
Altogether too much has been made of 
the factor of noise. The Empress ho- 
tel Is situated well back from tho 
roadway and the guests there will not 
be incommoded. If there Is one spot. 
In the city where, a substantial pave- 
ment is required, Alderman Stewart 
declared, it is the Causeway. If the 
city wants brick it should send in its 
order for the material at once. As a 
ratepayer, Alderman Stewart declared, 
ho objected to wood block pavement 
on the Causeway whore a great deal 
of the heaviest traffic Is encountered. 
Referring again to the question of

noise, Alderman Stewart asserted that 
there is not enough noise in Victoria. 
What is wanted is more business and 
more noise. Then the city would ap- 
pear as an up-to-date locality. 

Favors Wood Blocks 

Alderman Henderson took up the 
cudgels on behalf of wood blocks, 
claiming that such .a pavement would 
bo quite as satisfactory as one of 
vitrified brick and much more easily 
repaired. To compare the earlier wood 
block pavements laid here with those 
constructed of creosoted blocks was 
most unfair. The latter was Immeas- 
urably superior to tho first. He ex- 
plained the steps whereby tho city was 
ied to erect the creosotlng plant and 
pointed out that City Engineer Thomp- 
son, of Seattle, had stated that a 
wood block pavement, treated with 
creosote and properly laid, is the equul 
or any with the possible exception of 
a puvement made of granite blocks. 

Alderman McKeown pointed out that 
in tho case of a wood block pavement 
all the money to bo spent would be 
tpent in the city. In the caso of 
vltrllled bricks a large amount would 
go to the other side <«i the boundary. 

W. J. Pendray referred to brick 
pavements laid In Glasgow which were 
so noisy that a conversation could not 
be carried on as the trafllc moved, and 
Herbert Kent pointed out the im- 
portance of getting the work done at 
tho earliest possible moment. He be- 
lieved a wood block pavement would be 
the best. Thomas Cusack also favored 
wood blocks. With a brick pavement 
the noise would bo unbearable. 
Should Continue Experiment 

Mayor Hall favored the city giving 
a further trial to wood blocks. With 
tho present system of treating the 
blocks an admirable pavement can be 
constructed. When the pavement had 
served its time It would bo quite easy 
and inexpensive to relay the blocks on 
the concrete foundation. 

Alderman Bishop argued for bricks 
referring to Tacorria as a city where 
that style of pavement has been laid 
and no one there complains of the 
noise. Ho stated that a number of 
James Bay residents had asked him 
to stand by vitrified bricks, indicating 
that all the residents in that part of 
the city are not adverse to that class 
oi pavement. 

After some further discussion the 
deputation withdrew and nothing fur- 
ther was heard of the paving question 
curing the meeting. 



CHARGE WORKMAN ON 
COMMITTING PERJURY 



Outcome of Damage Action- 
Proceedings in Chambers 
Yesterday 



A charge or perjury has arisen .out 
or the recent ease of Boniruce vs. The 
B.C. Marine Railway, in which the 
plaintiff secured substantial damages 
for the loss of .his forefinger while In 
the defendants' employ. The matter 
came up yesterday beforo Mr. Justice 
Irving, In chambers, on an application 
on behalf of the defendants for a stay 
of execution pending appeal to the full 
court. An order was made granting 
tho stay of execution on condition the 
costs were paid, subject to an under- 
taking that they would be repaid in 
the event or u successful appeal, and 
that the amount of the damages be 
paid into court. 

At the trial of the action the plain- 
tiff Boniface swore that he was en- 
gaged in sawing some wood for the 
defendants. The latter, on tho other 
hand, introduced evidence to show 
that he was ripping a piece of bean 
wood in order to make a screw driver 
handle for himself. The question was 
submitted to the special jury which 
sat on tho case, and they believed 
Bonirace. 

Now an information has been laid 
by the defendants charging Boniface 
with perjury, and the case will come up 
In tho police court on Monday. Mores- 
by and O'Reilly are solicitors for 
Boniface and Barnard and Robertson 
for the B.C. Marine Railway. 

An interesting point of probate 
practice was decided by Mr. Justice 
Irving yesterday on tho adjourned ap- 
plication of H, Harrison Tor leave to 
pass the accounts ot the executrix of 
the estate of the late T. Griffiths. Mr. 
Harrison wanted them passed by the 
registrar, but was unable to adduce 
authority entitling him to the order. 
His lordship refused to grant It, as he 
thought that a passing of the accounts 
unless done by .someone sufficiently 
interested to go thoroughly into tho 
matter would be a perfunctory affair, 
while it would have tho effect of re- 
lieving tho executor of further res- 
ponsibility. The accounts should be 
kept until someone authorised to do so 
should demand to go through them. 
Tho practice suggested came from On- 
tario, where there was provision for 
such a proceeding. There was, how- 
ever, no such practice here nor in 
England. The executor could not, aB 
of right, demand that the registrar 
pass ills accounts.

r. Justice Martin Accepts the 
Old-Time Version of the 
Transaction

Mr. Justice Martin yesterday gave 
judgment in favor of the plaintiff in 
the ease of Topping vs. Marling, in 
which Col. Topping, known to old- 
timers of the Kootcnays as the "Fa- 
ther of Trail," was suing for a balance 
due on a promissory note given in re- 
spect of some timber licenses. The 
defense was that fourteen licenses 
were to be delivered, whereas "only 
twelve were received, and that the de- 
fendant was consequently entitled to a 
rebate on the purchase price. His 
lordship did not accept the version of 
the transaction put forward by the de- 
fendant, and gave judgment for the 
defendant. 

Tho text of the decision follows: 
"This is an action upon a promisory 
note, given under contract for the pur- 
chase of certain timber license. The 
note Is admitted, but in answer to the 
demand for the payment of the bal- 
ance duo thereon, the defendant sets 
up a new agreement between the par- 
ties which Is stated to be "partly in 
writing and partly verbal," and the ef- 
fect of tho same is alleged to be short- 
ly that the defendant was to receive 1-1 
licenses tor the price W 11! only, sub- 
ject to certain additional payment in 
the event of a specified sale "and if 
such sale did not take place as afore- 
said the defendant was to pay to the 
government of the province of British 
Columbia the license fees for the said 
licenses." 

In support of this contention a con- 
flict of evidence arose between tho de- 
fendant and the plaintiff, who gave 
their respective accounts of what was 
said at tlie time of the execution of 
the later writings, and the defendant 
put forward one Charles Goss In cor- 
roboration of his story, and in his evi- 
dence in chief Goss testified in a man- 
ner which told against the plaintiff, 
but In cross-examination ho broke 
down and gave such un unsatisfac- 
tory and uncertain account of the 
transaction that 1 cannot accept him 
as a safe guide to my conclusions. He 
does not seem to have any reliable 
recollection of what was said, apart 
from Ills lack of frankness about the 
payment of the commission. It is 
clear that there never was any agree- 
ment by the plaintiff to pay the li- 
cense fees cither under the original 
contract of the 31st July, 1907, or sub- 
sequently. 

"In my 'opinion tho defendant has no 
meritorious defence legally or equit- 
ably, though he appears to have en- 
tertained the genuine belief that tho 
plaintiff was liable to repay him the 
amount he paid for the licenses under 
part of said contract. Though in one 
sense it Is not strictly necessary to de- 
cide that point, yet In view of the sub- 
sequent disagreement between the par- 
ties, I think it is not out of place to 
say that there was under said con- 
tract clearly no obligation upon tho 
plaintiff to recoup the defendant for 
the amount he "advanced" to pay for 
the license. It seems unfortunate that 
the defendant did not apparently take 
legal advice upon tills point before re- 
quiring the plaintiff to do something 
he was not lawfully called upon to do, 
thereby bringing about tills litigation. 
The only obligation upon the plaintiff 
under the contract was to sell so 
much timber land for .1 specified price 
and to execute the necessary transfer 
thereof. I am happy to be able to say 
that in putting forward this untenable 
contention I feel satisfied tho defen- 
dant did not seek to take undue ad- 
vantage of the plaintiffs anxiety for 
a settlement, though It had that re- 
sult. On the whole evidence I am of 
tho opinion that the defence to the 
payment of the note has not been es- 
tablished, and therefore judgment 
must be entered In favor of the plaln-

It la safe to say that there Is not 
one gardener In a hundred who has 
iiot a soft corner in his heart for sweet 
peas, the daintiest of blossoms, and 
not one garden, large or small; that Is 
complete without their scent and 
beauty some time in the season, 

Not only their gracefulness attracts 
us; though combining as they do the 
delicacy of form and color of a hot- 
house flower with the hardy growth of 
it weed, It Is small wonder that they 
are ranked among the "Indlsp'ellsablesV 
of every garden. They are bound to 
our affections even more strongly by 
the links of association and sweet 
memories. Most of us can look back 
with pleasure to tlie days of our little 
packets of seeds in the "children's 
corner" of the garden, and too often , 
alas, turned them up the following 
week to see If they were growing! 

The original ancestor of tlie whole 
race was u very modest little plant In- 
deed, called Lathyrus. It was brought 
from tile shores of the Mediterranean I 
sea as early as the seventeenth cen- 
tury, and bore Insignificant little blue 
flowers, from which the perennial 1 
everlasting peas (Lathyrus latlfollus) [ 
are directly descended, but the true: 
sweet peas of modern days (Lathyrus [ 
odorata), whose beautiful scented 
blossoms resemble nothing so much ; 
as great butterflies "all dyed In rain- i 
bow light," and poised on long stalks; j 
these "marvels sweet for ever," as 
Leigh Hunt called them, were only ob- 
tained from the original by much pa- 
tient skill and labor, chiefly the work 
of Mr. Henry Eckford, who practically 
made them what they are. 

When he took them in hand there 
were not more than a dozen kinds, 
generally grown in the kitchen garden, 
so that the Mowers could be cut for 
vase decoration without the straggly 
foliage disfiguring the flower section. 
A red, a purple, and a pink and white 
were the chief colors then, and now 
they range from pure white through 
pink and yellow to orange, scarlet, 
purple mauve, and even shades of blue 
with countless combinations of stripes 
and mixtures of named varieties. 

Up till quite lately the form of the 
sweet pea has been that of a climbing 
annual, graceful, but undeniably strag- 
gly In growth. Recent experiments, 
I however, have produced two wonder- 
ful improvements on the form, though 
neither seems likely to take the place 
"of the climbing annual for general 
purposes. These are the "Cupid" and 
the "bush." 

The "Cupid," or miniature, makes 
a lovely edging plant, ns the growth 
is compact and dwarf— about six 
inches in height— while the Mowers 
are as large as the tall kinds. The 
other kind claims to be perennial, 
though as they are so easy and inter- 
esting to raise from seed, they are best 
treated as annuals with the rest. 
Their great point is their sturdlness 
of growth, bushy branching, habit and 
ability to support themselves, which 
will be appreciated by those who dis- 
like to see the string frames and 
branches required for training the 
ordinary kinds. 

In spring sowing the following di- 
rections should be carried out as far 
as possible. Give them moderately 
rich soil, but be careful not to overdo 
it. as too much manure Is apt to pro- 
duce rampant growth of foliage at the 
expense of size and profusion of blos- 
som. On the other hand, poor soil 
will produce neither. Sunshine, too, Is 
a large factor in their successful cul- 
ture, more especially in tho case of the 
"Cupid," which are only to be seen 
at their best when the soil Is good 
and the position sunny. 

The others often do wen In half 
shade, and like a slightly moist soil. 
If quantities are required for cutting 
rows should be sown in trenches an 
Inch or two deep, leaving at least 
three. Indies between the seed. Spe- 
cialists advise duplicate sowing — that 
Is, two seeds at a distance of six inches 
between each pair. When the seed- 
lings aro well up, the weaker of each 
pair has to be pulled out and discard- 
ed, which Is a very extravagant me- 
thod Of procedure, and only fit for 
those who wish to exhibit for medals. 
For borders they should be sown in 
patches, or, better still, in rings with 
birch branches stuck In the centre on 
which to train them. 

To produce a succession of bloom 
throughout the flowering season at 
least two sowings are necessary, how- 
ever they are grown — one early in 
March, and one in April, about the 
middle of the month; so order early, 
divide your packets, and prepare to 
sow half the quantity early this month. 

There is a good reason for tills sec- 
ond sowing, which is, that this April 
hatch will come Into bloom just as the 
March sowing is past Its best and just 
fading. No pods are allowed to form 
and the plants are fed with artificial 
manure and allowed to rest a llttlfe 
while. This same March sowing w'ijl 
bear another crop of blossoms', and 
probably be at Its best just when the 
April set is going off, and will continue 
blooming Willie the rest. Finally tho 
April batch will start in again for its 
Duns- I second blooming in the early autumn, 
'and will continue until cut down by 
the frost. 

Water and liquid manure will be 
needed frequently during the periods 
of full bloom and rest. Nitrate of 
soda — half an ounce to a gallon of wa- 
ter — is a valuable artificial manure, 
and should be applied once when they 
are an inch 'or two above tho soil, and 
several times iii July. A well designed 
mixture of tall and short sweet peals 
make a delightfully cheap, novel and 
effective change from geraniums for 
summer bedding.

body else found that he could stay 
considerably longer than he had ever 
run before.

a dead heat. If oxygen can make one 
man, who can run, say one thousand 
yards, go a mile, It would presumably 
onablo another man of precisely simi- 
lar powers to do the same; so that 
their performances would remain un- 
changed. In any sort of competition, 
therefore, oxygen should not Influence 
results, but It is no doubt a groat 
thing to know that an Innocuous 
means can be put into practice of bet- 
ting more out of a man. enabling him 
to do bettor without discomfort or evil 
effects. 

In four weeks' time the annual boat 
race between the universities of Ox- 
ford and Cambridge will be rowed 
over the Thames course from Putney 
to Mortlake. The two' eights havo 
been hard at work for the past few 
weeks and are getting Into fine shapo 
for the big event.

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Vancouver, March 19. — That the pro- 
posed reduction of ?1 per thousand in 
the Unltocl States tariff on lumber will 
have little effect on the local market 
ill the present time, even if the new 
tariff went Into Immediate operation, 
is the expressed opinion of several 
lindlng lumbermen of the city. ' 

"The new tnrlff will undoubtedly 
have n stimulating effect on the local 
mills In the near future, if not at 
once," said one prominent mill man this 
morning'. 

"The prices on the other side are 
certain to right themselves before long. 
Just now they are lower than prices in 
Canada, but as soon as they are raised 
there will he just that much advantage 
to the Canadian mills, as they will wish 
to ship to the United States. At 
present, local mills figure that If they 
are heavily overstocked they can al- 
ways whip the surplus to the other 
hide, preferring the small loss to keep- 
ing' the stock on hand. There can bo 
no doubt that the reduction In the 
American tariff in the long run greatly 
assist operators In British Columbia, 
oven if it may have but little effect 
at once." 

"In all my twenty-seven years' ex 
perience on t lit; prairies, I have never 
see u the demand for lumber so ac- 
tive. If present conditions continue, 
as they are almost certain to do, I 
Intend to build a new sawmill thus 
summer Just east of the site of my 
former mill on the south side of Kal.sc 
creek. It. will have a capacity ojf 
Tu.UOO feet a day, and will employ 
i.i.xty men. The mill will cost $125,- 
000," said <Mr. John llanhury, the 
well known sawmill owner, of Brandon, 
Manitoba.

SHIPOWNERS COMPLAIN OF 
NEW ZEALAND LAWS 

Many of the Shipowners of Southern 
Dominion Transfer Tonnage to 
Australian Flag . . 

Shipowners of New Zealand are 
complaining that the shipping laws of 
that Dominion are harassing and dras- 
tic and many are transferring their 
vessels to Australian register. 

The chief grievance is that Austral- 
Ian registered ships are subject to less 
restrictions even while in New Zealand 
waters, and the effect of this Is de- 
pressing on the New Zealand owner, 
who has to pay much more for the 
running of his ship. It Is claimed, in 
fact, that the restrictions that are be- 
ing added from time to time make It 
Impossible for New Zealand ships to 
be run at a profit in competition with 
Australian-owned vessels. 

J. J. Craig, New Zealand's largest 
owner of sailing ships said: "New 
Zealand laws compel us to employ two 
more men than they do over there. 
•Sydney recognizes Lloyd's certificates. 
The New Zealand Government does 
Rot, but insists on Its own surveyor 
being employed when a vessel goes 
Into dock. Of course, we have to com- 
pete along with Sydney In ships, and 
if we have these restrictions in Now 
Zealand we cannot compete favorably. 

"It would be a great loss to New 
Zealand if the sailing ships were 
knocked out. Supposing the New Zea- 
land Government tried to get the Syd- 
ney people to come up to their stand- 
ard, the sailing ships would be con- 
verted Into hulks. We would have to 
take a long jump of 1200 miles to get 
away from the New Zealand restric- 
tions. It is not a combine. We have 
gone into this Independently, and of 
our own tree will. I was talking to 
Mr. G. T. Niccol, who has passed his 
two vessels on to the Sydney register, 
and complained to him of dishearten- 
ing restrictions which were built up 
round the New Zealand shipowner. He 
advised me to do what he had done, 
and. after thinking the matter over, I 
came to the conclusion it was the pnly 
course left open to me. I Immediately 
acquainted the Minister of Marine of 
my decision, explaining to him that 
the shipping laws now -In force h«r? 
were impossible. Reluctantly I am 
coming to this decision, and If the 
Minister cannot see Ills way clear to 
bring our shipping laws more Into line 
with those of Australia, there Is noth- 
ing left for me but to transfer my 
boats to Sydney." 

Manning Scale High. 

Another Auckland shipowner said: 
"In the first place, the manning scale 
In New Zealand is ridiculously high. 
The most serious objection we have, 
however, is the regulation compelling 
us to return a man who lias been 
signed off to the port at which ho was 
signed. It often happens that men 
have to be got rid of for disorderly 
habits, or some offence, and It is a 
great hardship that these men can 
come to us and demand their passages 
hack to New Zealand. According to 
the laws on Ina other side, you can 
sign a man on at any port In the Com- 
monwealth or New Zealand, and If he 
desires to get back to his port of em- 
barkation ho has to find his own way. 
It is unjust that the owner should he 
compelled to return a man to New 
Zealand. The Now Zealand Govern- 
ment Is the only government In the 
world that will not recognize Lloyd's 
certificate, and this is also a hardship 
on shipowners. Then, a hill has been 
Introduced making all New Zealand 
registered vessels liable for compensa- 
tion in Now Zealand. This, we take it, 
mctlns that in the event of an accl-

The 
Ella left the Golden Gate on Thursday 
afternoon and is expected in port to- 
morrow, ' two days in advance of her 
schedule. On board the Ella as pas- 
sengers are M. Moore, general mana- 
ger of the Tehuantapec National rail- 
road and E. H. M. Mundy, European 
agent of the service, with F. Jebsen, 
one of the members of the shipowning 
firm who made the round trip on tho 
Ella which inaugurated the service.

; outlook that tlie steamers Prinz, Hen- 
drlk and Prlnzeas Sophie, now rechrls- 
tened the Ella and Erna, were bought 
and brought from the Orient for the 
service, which was begun on February 

■ 4, last. On both trips of the Ella and 
the Erna which left on March 4 for the 

[ South and was due at Salina Cruz yes- 
terday, capacity cargoes were carried 
— the Erna had to leave cargo on tho 
wharf here. The Increase of business 
has resulted In the arrangements for 
four additional steamers, making a 
fleet of six vessels. 

The Tehuantepoc Railway. 
It is expected that the development 
of trade with Mexico and via the Te- 
huantapec and Mexican Central rail- 
roads will be large. Since the opening 
of the Tehuantapec railroad not long 
ago, in January 1907, the progress has 
been great and the outlook is for 
greater trade. With one exception the 
isthmus is the narrowest strip of land 
dividing the Atlantic and Pacific. For 
a period of fifty years, beginning In 
the' early fifties of lust century, vari- 
ous attempts were made to crystalise 
into a practical reality the dreams of 
the early explorers concerning a new 
route tor the traffic between Europe 
and the Pacific, and to' provide the fa- 
cilities which should draw together the 
diverse streams of this commerce, 
combining them into mighty rivers 
which should How in both directions 
across the Mexican isthmus. How- 
ever, in the earlier nineties the Mexi- 
can Government themselves finally 
took the railway into their own hands, 
and through the British contracting 
firm of S. Pearson ,*i Son, Limited, 
put the railway and its ports into con- 
dition to recelvo and handle the im- 
mense volume of trans-continental 
traffic which only awaited the comple- 
tion of the railway's facilities to pour 
itself in an every- increasing flood into 
this new channel forming the line of 
least resistance. 

The stupendous difficulties sur- 
rounding the gigantic task were suc- 
cessfully surmounted, and tho railway 
and its two magnificently equipped 
ports were formally opened to the 
commerce of tho world in January, 
1907. Tho Tehunntcpec National Rail- 
way proper extends across the Isth- 
mus from Puerto Mexico (Coatzacoal- 
cos), on tho Gulf of Mexico, to Salina 
Cruz on tho Pacific Ocean, u distance 
of 190 miles. Eighty-pound jstcel rails 
uro used in Its construction, and tho 



erful electric cranes, each crane hav- 
ing a radius of 52 feet. A solid mile 
of wharf frontage, ample depth of 
water alongside for the deepest 
draught vessels, and an absolutely safe 
harbor are afforded for the steamers 
connecting with the railway at this 
terminus. The Coatzacoalcos is navi- 
gable for ocean-going vessels as far as 
Minatltlan, 24 miles from its mouth, 
where is located the immense G.000- 
barrel capacity oil refinery of Messrs. 
S. Pearson & Son, Limited, the crude 
oil of which is supplied from their 
own holds at various points on the 
Isthmus. 

Salina Cruz, the Pacific port of the 
Tehuuntepec National Railway, is a 
triumph of engineering skill". From 
the open roadstead which formerly 
existed there, and where the heavy 
northers once made landings impossi- 
ble for days together, two great con- 
verging breakwaters, with a total 
length of over a mile, now provide, a 

safe harbor of several hundred acres 

ample room and sufficient depth of 
water for the largest vessels afloat. 
At Salina Cruz four wharves and 
warehouses of tlie same size and ca- 
pacity as those at Puerto Mexico are 
new completed, with two others in 
course of construction. Additional 
slips m the inner harbor will be built 
as required. At this port has been 
built one of the finest graving docks 
in the world, with a length of 666 feet, 
72 feet wide on the bottom, with a 
depth of water over tin- siil at low 
tide of 29 feet. 



Tom, an old wrinkled Siwash from 
tho Clayoquot illahee, was glad whon 
the steamer Amur throw her lines on 
the C.P.R. at noon yesterday, and 
his tlllkums told him that tho ambul- 
ance was waiting on the dock, Tor Tom 
has been suffering severely as a re- 
sult of a growth which has forced 
his thigh bone from its place and ho 
was sorely in need of medical treat- 
ment when his friends urged him to 
come to Victoria. The unfortunate 
Indian was token to the hospital from 
the steamer for treatment. 

The Amur brought a large cargo 
from the west coast, including the ma- 
chinery and equipment of the Tyee 
Copper company from the Sidney Inlet 
mines, where the mining company has 
ceased operations. It Is stated- the 
property was leased and the lease lias 
expired. The large boilers and other 
equipment was loaded on the steamer 
and the ore on the dump was taken on 
board, the steamer proceeding yester- 
day to Ladysmith to discharge the ore 
and equipment. There was also in tho 
steamer's hold 215 tons of fertilizer 
from the Pacific Whaling company's 
station at Kyuquot, which was landed 
nt the outer wharf for shipment to 
San Diego, and a consignment of sev- 
eral tons of dressed marble from tho 
Nootka Marble company's quarries. 

At Quatslno the steamer landed a 
large shipment of machinery for the 
new pulp mills which are being erect- 
ed on Quatslno Sound, located near 
the Narrows. 

There was a good complement of 
passengers, over forty In all. Among 
I he number was Capt. Heater, who 
went to Kyuquot to sign a " crow of 
Indian hunters for a sealing voyage 
to Bering Sea. He secured a full 
complement Mr. Mellon, manager of 
the Sidney Inlet mines, was a passen- 
ger from that point. Mr. Sherburg, a 
storekeeper at Yreka, arrived to buy 
stores. Danvers Osborne, of tho Ban- 
field creek cable staff, and Mrs. Os- 
borne, came from Banfleld. Other ar- 
rivals were Mr. Turner, Mr. Black, H. 
Markeshon, William Kershaw, A. F. 
Klnsey, Mr. Vaughan, Thomas Curnow, 
Harry Gornok, W. Vanstone, Mr. Good.

Ardle, E. Auld, Mr. and Mrs. More- 
head, J. R. Mathew, Charles Raddlez, 
Mrs. Downey, Mr3.

Arrivals from Bar.f.eld by the Amur 
reported that Indians who had recent- 
ly visited the wreck of the schooner 
Soquel, fast on tho Seablrds rocks, 
stated that tho vessel's back had been 
broken.

The big Hill liner Minnesota, which 
was held over for nearly a month be- 
yond her scheduled date to await tho 
booking of freight and passengers, 
passed out yesterday en route to Ma- 
nila via the usual ports of call. The 
Steamer readied Seattle on February 
Cth and haH had a long wait in port. 
She has been equipped with wireless 
telegraphic apparatus by the United 
Wireless Co. Included In tho cargo 
are large shipments of cotton, flour 
and salt fish. The cotton export sea- 
son is about at an end, but tho Min- 
nesota has considerable of this com- 
modity. She is also carrying canned 
salmon to Manila. To the Philippines 
sho Is taking a shipment of fresh fish 
and meats, having a large refrigerator 
capacity. There aro some small con- 
signments of lumber for various Ori- 
ental ports. With this voyage tlie 
Minnesota begins regular service to 
Manila. Her new Itinerary includes

Cissio Leaves San Francisco Bound to

The R.M.S. Empress of Japan reached 
Hong Kong yesterday morning from 
Victoria. 

An effort will be made by the British 
ship Lord Shaftesbury to pet to sea 
with her lumber cargo from MillBide 
for Melbourne on the high tides todav. 

The steamer Wellington, which has 
been undergoing repairs at the Vlc r 
toria Machinery Depot, where her 
rudder was overhauled, was launched 
yesterday morning unci proceeded to 
Ladysmith t.i load for 'San Francisco. 

It is announced from San Francisco 
that the Kosmos line had reduced Its 
freight rati- from Montevideo to San 
Francisco from $10.04 per ton to Jfl.7.'l 
and that the vessels which have here- 
tofore run between Montevideo and 
Valparaiso will continue to this port 
via the various intermediate ports. 
Tills reduction will be of especial bene- 
fit to coast tanners, who nre making 
large purchases of quebracho extract. 

The Belgian state railway depart- 
ment lias placed an order for two new 
turbine steamers for the Dover- Ostend 
line with Messrs. J. Cockerill, of Ho- 
■boken, Antwerp. The steamers will 
have a minimum speed of 24 knots, 
and will be built on lines similar to 
the Princess Elizabeth, with a total 
length of 357 feet, 40 feet beam and a 
draught of feet 7 inches. 

Tho Lloyd-Italiano steamer Florida, 
which collided with the White Sim- 
iliter Republic and sunk her, has been 
sold nt Now York by order of the U. 
K. court, as sho lay In a damaged con- 
dition, to Messrs. C. W. Rowring & 
Co., of New York, for $175,000. She 
had previously been knoel. ;d down for 
S200.5OO to M. A. Mosle, who failed to 
complete bis purchase. It is said that 
the repairs necessary to put tho Flor- 
ida in shape will amount to about 
$50,000. 



Arrangements are being made by 
the department of marine and fisher- 
ies at Ottawa for tho establishment 
of a buoy station at Prince Rupert 
where the buoys to replace those in 
northern Waters and for any new 
menaces to navigation which it is de- 
cided to mark in this manner will be 
stored. Ultimately it Is considered a 
sub-agency of the department of ma- 
rine and fisheries In this province, 
which Is located at Victoria, will be 
established at the new railroad ter- 
minus In tho north. At present the 
intention is to establish a buoy depot 
at the northern port. 

Not much work will be done on the 
steamer Newington before the vessel 
is placed in commission. Tile officers 
and crew for the vessel are to be se- 
lected by the local committee in 
charge of government appointments, 
and it is probable that they will be 
announced within a day or two. 

The government steamer Quadra 
sailed yesterday morning from the 
government wharf for Carmanah tak- 
ing lumber and material for the in- 
stallation of the new third-order 
light which Is to replace the light now 
used at Carmanah. With the new 
lantern It is expected there will be 
a great saving In the oil used, while 
a stronger light will bo given, visible 
Cot a greater distance than that now 
shown. The repairs are expected to 
he completed by May 15. .Mr. Colllster 
went up on tlie Quadra to superin- 
tend tin- work. 

The German dredge Fruhllng, which 
has been lying awaiting the formali- 
ties of being taken over and the pay- 
ment of the $250,000 to the German 
owners, left for tho mainland yester- 
day with the tricolor of Germany still 
flying from her jackstaff, to commence, 
work in the channel of the Fraser 
river. After another test made in the 
Fraser it Is expected tlie dredge will 
be taken over by Mr. Keel'er of "the 
public works department from tlie 
agents of the owning company. 



Tho British bark Procyon from the 
Tyno via Callao with a cargo of pig 
Iron and brick has reached Seattle 
after a tedious passage of llfty-two 
days, and after discharging will come 
to Vancouver to load a cargo of "lum- 
ber for Valparaiso. To the latitude of 
San Francisco, Capt. Johnston reports 
having had line weather, with favor- 
able trade and short doldrums. North 
of San Francisco, however, the square 
rigger encountered north and south- 
west winds. Consequently it was ne- 
cessary to beat up the coast and this 
spoiled what otherwise would have 
•been a splendid passage. On Tuesday 
night off Cape Flattery, the Procyon 
was in a southerly gale, but It caused 
no trouble as tho vessel was in good 
trim. 

Somo time ago the Procyon was 
chartered by Bowring & Co. to load 
a cargo of lumber for the West coast, 
probably Valparaiso, for orders. In 
the fall of 1907 the Procyon was in 
Seattle discharging, after which she 
loaded wheat at Tacomu. The home- 
ward passage required about 150 days. 
Leaving Shields on June 16, 190S, the 
Procyon made Callao in 125 days with 
coke, nitron and fire brick. It was 
forty-two clay Si before the vessel could 
get a discharging berth and then the 
work of landing cargo was slow, owing 
to numerous aggravating delays. The. 
vessel was In Callao more than three 
months before it was possible to get 
away for Puget Sound. 

Tho British ship Cissie, which ar- 
rived at San Francisco in January 
with merchandise for Meyer, Wilson 
S; Co., left San Francisco on Thurs- 
day bound to Royal Roads. It Is pre- 
sumed at San Francisco that the vessel 
has been chartered.

FELT THE D EPRESSION 

Island Empire Has 224 Yards Devoted 
to Shipbuilding Other Than Those 
Devoted to Building Junks 



0ANFA BRINGING A 

BIG LOCA L FREIGHT 

Blue Funnel Liner Has. Shipment of 
Rails for Vancouvei — Minnesota 
Sails for the Far East 



Tho Blue Funnel line' steamer Oanfa, 
which is about due from Liverpool, 
via tho Suez canal and the usual ports 
of call in tlie far east, has a large 
cargo, the bulk of which is for British 
Columbia ports. For Victoria there is 
several thousand tons of general 
freight and for Vancouver the steamer 
has 0,000 tons, mostly rails. The car- 
goes for British Columbia have been 
constantly increasing, and that being 
brought by the Oanfa Is the largest 
brought to date. Tlie Kcemun, which 
sails outbound next week, will have a 
very Jargo freight, including a con- 
signment of long spars destined for 
shipbuilding In the UnitcU Kingdom. 



According to advices received from 
Tokio by the steamer Iyo Maru the re- 
turn of the director of the mercantile 
marine bureau Indicates that the Ja- 
panese yards, like others, have suf- 
fered from the prevailing shipbuilding 
depression, but only to a. limited ex- 
tent. It is in a measure surprising to 
note that, at the end of the last tln- 
a.nclal year, there were 224 shipbuild- 
ing yards, excluding those devoted to 
the building of junks. This is ten 
lore than in tlie previous year. Most 
f tho works, however, seem to be 
ngaged in building small sailing craft, 
of which 220, of an aggregate of 16,- 
:S41 tons, were constructed, being 170 
(of S.041 tons) less than In the previ- 
ous year. of steam vessels, there 
were built 70 (of 28,838 tons), being 13 
vessels and 3,157 tons less than in the 
previous year. As to shipping owned 
In Japan, there has been an Increase, 
especially in the steam craft, the num- 
ber 'at the end of the year being 2.223. 
it 1,116,045 gross tons, tlie Increase on 
the year being 75,376 tons. Or sailing 
vessels there were 4,811, totalling 
1166,960 gross tons, an increase of 12,- 
594 tons. In junks, however, there lias 
been a decrease of 1.907. the total now 
being 20,025 tons. An analysis of tho 
whole shows that tlie addition of new 
tonnage is considerably gre\Rcr than 
that removed from the register through 
disaster and Other causes, so that there 
Is a material improvement in the aver- 
age efficiency of the shipping. Ten 
large ships were built under the ship- 
building encouragement certificate 
system .and twenty more are In course 
of construction. Navigation encour- 
agement certificates were granted to 
twenty vessels. These ships were for 
service to Europe, America, the Ocean 
Islands, Bombay, Java, Vladlvostock, 
China and Korea. 



The steamer Princess Beatrice, 
which reached port with two passen- 
gers — travel is trending northward at 
this season instead of to tho south- 
will sail for tlie north again on Monday 
night.

Tlic projected Y.M.C.A. building will 
cost In the neighborhood of $100,000. 
Such was decided at various confer- 
ences held yesterday. 

Mr. C. W. Wilcox, the Y.M.C.A. sec- 
retary for the State of Washington, 
arrived In the city yesterday afternoon, 
and in reference to the proposed new 
Y.M.C.A. building, held four confer- 
ences. 

At 3.30 o'clock he conferred with the 
members of the Ladles' Auxiliary, at 
7.30 o'clock with the boys and youths 
lit 8 o'clock with the young men mem- 
bers of the association, and at S..'i0 
o'clock with business men of this city. 

It was deilnltely decided that the 
new building shall cost $100,000, and 
be equipped with all the very latest 
methods and improvements for the ac- 
complishment of the high purposes for 
Which these most useful and popular 
organizations exist. While it was fur- 
ther determined that every class In 
the community shall be most vigor- 
ously canvassed, and induced to take 
a healthy and most active Interest in 
this thoroughly up-to-date and ad- 
vanced proposition. 

The organization of the Women's 
Auxiliary for this object was begun 
yesterday afternoon, although It lias 
not been finally settled to what precise 
extent they shall contribute towards 
the general funds. 

Thj3 young men and the business 
men were also organized later in tho, 
evening, although further additions 
will yet be made In these particulars. 

In a general way it may, howlever, 
be stated that all these various classes 
In the community will be divided into 
teams which will devote their atten- 
tion to their own particular factions. 
The active and general canvassing of 
the city will probably begin towards 
the middle of the month of April. 

In each instance during these most 
interesting and successive conferences 
In the afternoon and evening, the most 
complete enthusiasm was exhibited by 
all, not the slightest doubt being felt, 
that tills sum mentioned, very consid- 
erable though It unquestionably Is, 
could be raised through the general 
and combined effort which will he 
made with the assistance of a thor- 
oughly complete organization so ar- 
ranged that no useful stone within the 
limits of the city and its environments 
will be left unturned. 

At least ten teams or committees 
will be chosen from the representa- 
tives of each class that has been in- 
dicated, while each team or committee 
will comprise at thte very lowest esti- 
mate, ten members; i.e.. the ladies 
will appoint ten, the youths ten, the 
young men ten, and the business men 
ten. Making in all at least '10 teams 
each of ten persons, and In the aggre- 
gate, at least 100 persons, and as an 
indispensable auxiliary, even the aid 
of the boys of from 10 to 14 years ot 
age will be enlisted In the work, with 
the view of arousing a wider and a 
morn' hearty co-operation in this Im- 
portant undertaking. 

It is further understood that the 
city will not be divided off into dis- 
tinct sections, although each particu- 
lar team will lie allotted its definite 
Individual assignments, for whom they 
will become and be held absolutely re- 
sponsible.

London, March 10. — Ollmo, the naval 
officer who sold, or rather tried to sell, 
secrets of the national defence to Ger- 
many, and. failing this, tried to black- 
mail the French admiralty, has been 
bent to Devil's Island, and is to work 
out his time, or rather live it out. in 
the same hut that Dreyfus occupied. 
His is a curious punishment. He is not 
altogether isolated, for his jailers aro 
allowed to talk to him, and all tho 
punishment lie has is moral. The hut 
has been repainted, and .Jllmo is very 
comfortable there, it is hard to real- 
ize that he is a prisoner, and not in 
command of a few men in some distant 
colonial post, lie wears no penal uni- 
form, but dresses In white with a 
white pith helmet. His room is furn- 
ished with plenty of hooks, pictures 
hang on the walls, and white mosquito 
curtains shut in his bed at night. He 
keeps his own larder, which Is well 
provisioned by his friends, and is al- 
lowed to spend ?,"> a week for extra 
rations. Not only that, but Ullmo has 
a special cook all to himself. Outside 
Ills hut are chickens, which lie feeds 
every day, and he has now applied for 
leave to keep goats and a pig or two, 
for his life Is monotomous. 

lie gets up very late. passes the 
morning ordering his meals ami feed- 
ing tin- chickens, lunches at eleven, 
sleeps till four, and then goes for his 
daily walk. Ho walks along the sea- 
shore by a pathway leading to a little 
wood of cocoa-nut trees, through 
which again he reaches a bench on 
the west side of the island. On this 
same bench Dreyfus sat for long hours 
dreaming of his rehabilitation, when, 
after four years of torture, he was al- 
lowed out beyond the palisades which 
have now disappeared from round his 
hut. At night Ullrno is locked Into his 
liut, reads, dines and plays cards with 
his Jailers. lie receives a box of 
books from his friends every month, 
and were It not that these are care- 
fully examined before they are given 
to iilm, and for the precaution of the 
locked door at night, Ullmo might 
easily forget that his exile is not a 
voluntary one. 



Paris. March 19. — M. Pieard, the 
new minister of murine. Is still pur- 
suing his formidable task of the re- 
organizing the French navy. Next to 
the army Frenchmen arc? proud of 
their navy, and everyone lias a direct 
impression that something must lie 
forthwith done for it. Tilings cannot 
go on as they are. Indeed, it would be 
better, observes a commentator, to 
"give up having a ileet altogether than 
to persist In the present lamentable 
errors." On the same subject a prom- 
inent Deputy, member of the Commis- 
sion on the Navy, remarks: "We are 
at the parting of the ways, and there 
Is not a minute to lose." lie holds 
there must be no delay or it will be 
to.o late to try to save the navy by a 
complete reorganization in all its 
branches, if the prestige and value of 
the navy be not revived France loses 
one of her means of defence, and low- 
ers herself in the eyes of neighboring 
powers. So widespread Is the feeling 
in France to make any sacrifice rather 
than allow tho navy to be a disgrace 
to the country that were: it necessary 
a national subscription could be start- 
ed to provide M. Picard with the mil- 
lions he requires to execute his work. 
If a tenth part of what llnds its way 
into print concerning the navy be true 
tho condition of things must indeed be 
deplorable.

City Will Release Contractor 
From Further Delivery of 
Gravel 



FIRE CENTRE STAR 

Blaze Breaks Out in Stopo of Big 
Rossland Mine and is Subdued 
With Difficulty 



Rossland, II. t'., March 19.— Fire was 
discovered at five o'clock this morning 
In the west stopo of the •!()() foot level 
of the Centre Star. At that time only 
blasters, pumpmen and skip-tenders 
were In the mine and they were quick- 
ly brought to the surface. The Centre 
star's efficient flro-flghtlng plant was 
quickly In operation, and one stream 
was soon playing on the blaze, being 
reinforced by a second stream. The 
Rossland lire department lent its as- 
sistance, and later a third stream was 
used In suppressing the blaze. 

The lire fighters bent their efforts to 
confining the blaze to the stope and to 
prevent, it from reaching the shaft. 
The officials of the Consolidated com- 
pany, assisted by the shift bosses' and 



The present trouble which the city 
Is having over its contract witli John 
Haggerty for the supply of gravel has 
come to an end. At last night's meet- 
ing of the streets, bridges and sewers 
committee, at which the latter was 
considered it was decided to cancel tho 
contract. Mr. Haggerty wrote stat- 
ing that as he was not allowed to sup- 
ply Sidney gravel and the gravel 
furnished from Mount Tolmie pits had 
been refused by the city and he was 
debarred from supplying gravel from 
Spring Ridge, It would probably he 
more satisfactory for all concerned if 
his contract were cancelled. 

Superintendent Warwick reported 
that in view of the difficulty in secur- 
ing gravel of the proper quality all 
sidewalk work has been suspended and 
the workmen laid off. He had made 
a temporary arrangement with the B. 
C. Sand and Gravel company for gravel 
at $1.40 per .card and that concern had 
commenced delivering. 

After considerable discussion it was 
decided to cancel the Haggerty con- 
tract, band him back his bond and 
refer the matter of a supply of gravel 
for the year to the mayor and city 
engineer. 

Tenders for crushed rock and also 
for rock, uncrushod, but delivered at 
the city crusher wore opened. The 
tenders were as follows: George Oliver, 
uncrusbed rock, delivered at the E. it 
X. depot on cars, at $1.70 per cubic 
yard ready for the crusher; Limy 
Bros., crushed rock, delivered In vari- 
ous localities, $1.90, $'2 and 5^.0.S per 
cubic yard; Lineham-Scott Sand and 
Gravel company, delivered to crusher, 
84c per yard, the city crusher to In: 
stationed at Mount Tolmie. This 
amount included royalty and delivering 
to any part of the city, the city to do 
the necessary blasting and crushing; 
John Haggerty and company. $2.25 de- 
livered to any part of the city. A bid 
for hauling alone was also made by 
the same firm at 99c per yard. A ten- 
der, which was not signed by the ten- 
derers, was also received at a figure 
of $1.50 per yard delivered at the 
crusher. 

Thi' committee will recommend to 
the council that the tender of the Llne- 
ham-Scott Sand and Gravel company 
be accepted. 

Tenders for the supply of teams and 
men for street sprinkling purposes 
were also received. The city supplies 
the carts and water. The tenders were 
as follows: E. E. Ilazen. 70c per hour 
for man and team for day work, and 
7ue per hour for night work; George 
Hurt, 55c per hour per team; James 
Richards, 57%c per hour per team; 
Haggerty and company, 58%c»*fcr hour 
per team; W. Simmons, 70c per hour 
per team for day work and $1 for night 
work. The committee will recommend 
to the eoiUrrTi that the tender of Geo. 
Burt bo accepted.

Act of Generosity 

Toronto, March ill. — Chief Justice 
Sir Wm. Mulock's generosity is shown 
in n story that has just come to light. 
After sentencing Chief of Police Ma- 
lone, of Stmcoe, (int., to life imprison- 
ment, he found out that the prisoner's 
wife was in need, and sent her his 
cheque for $100. At the same time he 
sent $50 to the wife of Wilklns, who 
had been given a live months sentence. 
He sent tile money secretly, but the 
fact has Just, leaked out. 



Cobalt Re-arrangement 

Ottawa, -March 19, — A meeting or the 
Green-Meehan shareholders in Ottawa 
this evening agreed to sell out to the 
Mount Royal Consolidated Mines, who 
control the Red Rock, and a new com- 
pany will be chartered under the name 
of the Consolidated Cobalt Siiv-r 
Mines, Limited, with a capital of 
$3,000,000. Shareholders will get share 
for share on the transaction. The or- 
iginal shareholders of the Qroen- 
Meehan bad sold out at live cents a 
share, and the smaller men were thus 
overwhelmed'. Red Reck shareholders 

are apportioned $1,000,000 in shares 
and the Green-Meelinn $1,. 100, 000. The 
now company will have $250,000 work- 
ing capital for development. 



it will be remembered that during 
the recent session a determined effort 
was made to induce the government to 
bring down legislation regarding in- 
surance companies and the conditions 
under which they should be allowed to 
do business. This the government did 
not see its way to do at the time, one 
of the reasons being that It was known 
that legislation on this subject was 
about to be introduced Into the Do- 
minion house and that therefore it 
would be wise to wait and see what 
the Ottawa house would enact. 

A copy of the Insurance act, as in- 
troduced by Mr. Fielding into the Do- 
minion House has just been received, 
and it covers several of the points 
upon which die necessity for legisla- 
tion was most strongly urged. 1 he 
bill however, so far as known here, 
has' not yet received its second read- 
ing. For instance, section -l of the 
bill as introduced says: 

"•1 No company or person, except 
as hereinafter provided, shall accept 
any risk or issue any policy of lire or 
inland marine Insurance, or policy ol 
life insurance, or grant any annuity 
on a life or lives, or receive any pre- 
mium, or carry on any business of life 
or lire or inland marine insurance, in 
Canada, and no company shall prose- 
cute or maintain any suit, action or 
proceeding, either at law or in equity, 
or file any claim in Insolvency relating 
to such business, without obtaining a 
license from the minister to carry on 
such business in Canada." 

Contracts of ocean marine insurance 
are specifically withdrawn from toe 
purview of the act, as is any company 
incorporated by an act of the legisla- 
ture of any province now forming part 
ot Canada, which carries on the busi- 
ness of Insurance wholly within the 
limits of the province by the legisla- 
ture of which it was incorporated, and 
which is within the exclusive control 
of the legislature of such province. 

Section 11 of the new act. however 
gives power to the governor-m-councll 
to grant a license to such a company 
subject to the limitations to be deter- 
mined by the treasury board and re- 
gardless of the corporate powers of the 
company. 

All life insurance companies aro 
obliged to deposit $:.0,000 worth of se- 
curities, other Canadian insurance 
companies $50,000 and foreign com- 
panies $100,000 with the Dominion 
authorities. 

These provisions will prevent such 
an occurrence as that at Fernie last 
year, when a new Alberta company 
made a $".0,000 loss which it could not 
meet Such a company now will liavo 
to deposit $50,000 before it can do 
business outside of the province in 
which it is incorporated. 

The act also provides for various 
kinds of insurance,, but a. company 
selling life insurance may not deal In 
any other kind. Licenses, however, 
can be obtained .which will enable any 
company to sell rill tho other kinds of 
Insurance, save ocean marine, with 
Which the act does not de al. 

DOMIN ION A SSETS 

Commons Public Accounts Committee 
Opens Inquiry Into Their Pres- 
ent Value 

Ottawa, March 19.— The Commons 
public accounts committee this morn- 
ing opened an inquiry into the condi- 
tion of the assets of the Dominion, for 
the purpose of discovering whether 
certain of these are worth a hundred 
cents on the dollar. 

Mr. Ames, at whose instance the in- 
quiry is being made, explained that 
his object was not for political pur- 
poses, but to introduce a resolution in 
the house asking for the appointment 
of a committee to fix a new valuation 
on the assets of the Dominion. This 
had been done In 1882, and be thought 
he might show that tile time had ar- 
rived when the task should again be 
performed. 

Deputy Finance Minister Boville. 
examined, said the gross debt of the 
Dominion was $408,207,158 and the net 
debt $^77,970,859. The loan of $14,075 
to the Alberta Railway was looked 
upon, he said, as an asset worth 100 
cents on the dollar, but no interest had 
been paid since 1SS7, nor had any 
special effort been made to collect it. 
Grand Trunk Preference stock was 
also an asset which was taken over at 
confederation. The dividends were 
paid over to tile government. Forty- 
one million dollars is the special re- 
serve of the Dominion. 



The membership of the association 
covers the three prairie provinces, 
The number Is close on 1,1100. In Win- 
nipeg there are 400 members. A split 
occurred between the local members 
and those outside the city. The dis- 
satisfaction with the crooked methods 
in connection with the Insurance work 
on the outside are declared to have 
caused the split In the ranks. 

The trouble developed last fall, and 
Is said' to have been due to the oper- 
ations of the Western Retail Mer- 
chants' Mutual Insurance association, 
an entirely separate concern conduct- 
ed by the secretary. At that time E. 
B. Nixon, a well known local business 
man, was president. He resigned on 
account of the feeling, .and W. C. Pin- 
ton, of Cautnllot, Sask., was elected 
president. Mr. Nixon constantly op- 
posed the insurance scheme which 
Coulson was directing. The climax 
of the trouble occurred when the sec- 
retary disappeared from his ofiice and 
a warrant was Issued for his arrest. 
Ho is well known around the city and 
was a member of one of the influential 
clubs. He came here from Ottawa 
three years ago to take the secre- 
taryship of the Retail Merchants' as- 
sociation and has displayed much ac- 
tivity. 

Coulson is said to be short In his 
accounts for a large amount. 



One Man Acquitted. 

Nashville, Tonn., March 19. — When 
the jury today returned a verdict of 
acquittal for John D. Sharp, charged 
with the murder of former U.S. Sena- 
tor K. W. Carmack, and declared It 
was "hopelessly tied as to the Coop- 
ers," it was generally conceded that 
the end of the famous case had all but 
been reached. Nothing daunted by 
the expressive firmness of Foreman 
Burke's declaration of a disagreement 
as to the guilt of Colonel Duncan B. 
Cooper and his son Robin, jointly 
charged with Sharp witli slaying Car- 
mack, Judge Hart sent the twelve men 
out for further deliberation, and an- 
nounced that he would not discharge 
them until he was convinced that an 
agreement could not he reached. 



President's Aide Injured. 

Washington, March 18.— Lieut. Reiu, 
U.S.N., aide to President Taft, was 
probably fatally Injured late today 
while riding with several other naval 
officers in Rock Creek park. His horse 
stumbled and fell on him, crushing ills 
left thigh and injuring him internally. 

MEMBERS OF MAFIA 
SHOWING DEFIANCE 



Commit Crimes in Palermo in 
Presence of Extra Police 
Force 



Palermo, March 19. — Draped with 
the stars and stripes and covered 
with llowers, the coliln containing the 
body of Joseph Petrosino, head of the 
Italian branch of the New York city 
detective service, was placed .on board 
the Cunard liner Slavonla this even- 
ing for conveyance to New York. Mr. 
Bishop, the United States consul, the 
civil and military authorities and all 
clnsses off the citizens of Palermo join- 
ed in the procession, which started 
from the church In which the casket 
had lain for a time today and wended 
Its way through the streets of the 
city to the steamship dock. The 
Slavonla will sail on March 23rd, and 
J will arrive in New York early in April. 

The fact that Palermo is full of po- 
lice who are seeking the whereabouts 
of Petrosln.o's slayers, has caused the 
Mafia to give a demonstration of its 
power.?. Today a numbed of members 
of the band attacked a customs guard 
in the centre of the city and robbed 
him of his revolver and a purse con- 
taining $32, while at another point 
they set lire to a house, the owner of 
which had refused to reply to their 
letters demanding blackmail. 

The rumor is gaining ground that 
Petrosino was murdered by members 
of tlie Malia from Caltanissetta, the 
birthplace of the brigand Pllla Mu- 
lone. Petrosino was at Caltanissetta 
the day he was killed. Mulone is now 
In America, and It is believed that the 
object of the detective's visit was to 
secure his extradition. 

London, March 19. — The Times' 
Rome corosrpondent says that in all 
accounts received there concerning the 
assassination of Lieutenant Petrosino 
the belief prevails that the assassins 
are not connected with the Neapolitan 
Camorra or the Sicilian Mafia, but 
that the crime was the work of the 
Black Hand association. 



PRAIRIE SETT LEMENT 

Interior Department Map Shows Pro- 
gress of Homesteading in Re- 
cent Years 



Ottawa. March 19. — The interior de- 
partment has just issued the seventh 
edition of the map showing the pro- 
gress of homestead settlement in Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. It 
Is corrected to Jan. 1. 1909. 

As in previous editions, the home- 
steads of the year 190S aro shown in 
special red color, and the patented 
and unpatented homesteads of earlier 
date than 190S are shown in distinc- 
tive colors. The total number of home- 
steads, pre-emptions and purchased 
homesteads on oven sections in 190S 
was 31,170, as compared witli 29. 210 
homesteads in 1907. 

Timber berths and forest reserves 
an' also shown, and among the new 
features are tin 1 lands covered by 
grazing leases, which are brought out 
In distinctive colors. An odd-section 
map, a companion to the one just is- 
sued, is In press and will be issued in 
about three weeks. This map will 
show by a system of coloring the re- 
sult of the provisions of the Domin- 
ion hinds act of 1908, under which 
odd-numbered sections were opened 
to pre-emption and homestead entry 
on Sept. 1 'ast.

Mem- I 
bers on both sides are desirous of hav- | 
lug as little general debate as possible, j 
and as much time as practicable for 
the consideration of tho bill under the 
five-minute rule tor amendments. 
Members on both sides are lining up I 
and preparing to submit amendments | 
to the sections of the bill in which 
their constituents are interested. The 
main contention is to be over the cut 
made in lumber. It is understood 
that the southern representatives are 
almost unanimously In favor of re- 
taining the present duty of two dol- 
lars per thousand. They will have the 
support of many members from tho 
Northwest and Pacific coast states. 



Jersey City Pier Burned

an eight-hundred-foot Lehigh Valley

ed in water from the riverside. With 
the damage to the pier, the total loss 
will reach two hundred thousand dol- 
j lars.

Amend Lottery Law 

London, March 19. — It Is understood 
that the government will bring in a 
bill, early in the .session, dealing ■with 
the lottery laws, and amending them, 
with a view, among other things, to 
checking coupon competitions in jiews- 
papeis. There are two acts 'of parlia- 
ment under which, at present lotteries 
are dealt with, the Gaming Act of 
1K02 and the Lotteries Act or 1S23. 
These are inadequate to deal with 
newspaper prize competitions, and 
since the law will not regard n com- 
petition as a lottery If the smallest 
element, of skill is required for Its so- 
lution. It lias been suggested to the 
home olliee that a new definition of a 



lottery would meet the case; the pre- 
sent definition ("a distribution of 
prizes by chance") being less simple 
than it sounds. But this would involve 
the home office in a mere contest 'of 
wits with the newspapers. It Is now 
announced, moreover, that the govern- 
ment bill will make it illegal for any 
proprietor, publisher or editor of any 
newspaper or periodical to charge any 
form of entrance tee, including the 
purchase and return of coupons, for 
prize competitions in his paper. 

The proposed law Is tiresome, but 
Inevitable. Exceptions are impossible. 
One competition in June makes 100 in 
July and 500 in August, for tho simple 
reason that no newspaper in this 
country can afford to see another 
suddenly trebling Us circulation, ad- 
vertising the fact widely, capturing 
advertisement revenue, and generally 
proceeding to "dust the floor" with its 
rivals. It is a fact bey'ond dispute that 
several newspapers of the highest 
standing were seriously injured in 1907 
by refusing to follow their rivals into 
the gambling business, either by start- 
ing competitions themselves or by tn-

Ottawa, March 19— Hon. Robert 
Rogers and Hon. C. H. Campbell paid 
a visit t'o Government house yesterday 
afternoon and interviewed the gover- 
nor-general. It is stated that they 
laid Manitoba's case before Karl Grey 
and appealed to him for justice for the 
province.

Pelletier, Corporal Reeves, Sergt. lie-

son's Bay, about two hundred miles 
south of Cape Pullerton. Donaldson 
having been attacked by a huge wal- 
rus Willie making his way along the 
west coast of the bay, the small craft 
which bore him and his companion 
was penetrated by the animal's tusks. 
Donaldson anil his mate, Reeve, wen; 
precipitated in the icy waters, and 
both made an attempt to swim for 
Shore. Donaldson was no doubt at- 
tacked by the walrus anil drowned 
trying to escape.

I'lach member of the party has bis 
skin tarinel like an Indian from the 
outdoor life, and seems in perfect 
health.

So much product has 
come on the market this week that the 
trade felt the load somewhat and it took 
but very little In the nature of raiding 
to start a break In prices.

FOUNDERING OF CLAN 

RAN ALD M YSTERIOUS 

Experts at a Loss to Account For Sud- 
den List and Capsizing of the 
Vessel— Forty Lost 



NEW YORK COTTON MARKET. 

(Furnished by F. W Stevenson & Co.) 

New York, March 19. — Cotton opened 
strong, two or three points higher with 
trading light all day on evenlng-up 
over the report. There was no news.

Mall advices from Australia state 
that the disaster to the British steam- 
er Clan Ranald, a sister liner of the 
Clan Macfarlane, which is due from 
Java with a cargo of sugar for the 
B.C. ' Sugar' Retlnery, ■ hi whicli forty 
Uvea were lost when the freighter 
capsized, has proved a mystery to the 
experts who have been endeavoring 
to show cause for the sudden list of 
the wheat-laden steamer, .outbound 
from Adelaide for South. . African 
ports. The board of enquiry after the 
fullest investigation failed to elicit 
any . evidence which clearly accounts 
for tin; sudden careening of the Clan 
Ranald. The theory has been advanc- 
ed by experts that no shifting of the 
cargo caused the wreck, anil, again, 
that the entrance of water into the 
vessel, unknown to the officers, could 
alone account for her suddenly heel- 
ing river. It has been thought, on the 
Other, hand, .by. sop\o menibers of the 
hoard, and this view was supported 
by the first and third officers and the 
second engineer, that although coal 
had been safely carried on the bridge 
and main decks on previous voyages, 
when she left Port Adelaide on her 
final voyage, the weight of coal on her 
deck, coupled -with her six degrees of 
starboard Hat, was apparently suffic- 
ient to endanger her stability. The 
board were satisfied that the Clan 
Ranald was well found, in every res- 
pect, and the curgp properly stowed. 
The board could not find any valid 
ground for suggesting charges against 
any of tno surviving officers, and as 
regards the deceased officers who were 
on watch, there existed no evidence 
to show thnt they neglected their duty. 

The Clan Ranald, as brifly reported 
In the cablegrams from Adelaide, 
turned turtle, suddenly. Many theories 
have been advanced to account for the 
catastrophe. The Clan Ranald — a fine 
turret steamer of over 3,500 tons, 
built over nine years ago — left for 
South Africa shortly after 9 o'clock In 
the morning. On leaving she had a 
slight list to the starboard, but this 
fact .caused no anxiety among the 
ship's .officers, for it was realized that, 
with the ordinary consumption of coal 
'the vessel would right herself in a 
few day.':. 

The Clan Ranald had not proceeded 
far after discharging the pi lot when 
slio' eairie to grief. Apparently from 
the disconnected statements made by 
survivors the vessel became absolutely 
unmanageable and drifted at the 
mercy of winds and seas. It is quite 
possible that her machinery Ibroko 
down, while on the other hand her 
cargo may have shifted to such an 
extent as to render her Incapable of 
being handled. Another theory put 
forward is that the. Clan Ranald struck 
one of the submerged rocks in the 
Gulf, and gradually filled and sank. 

For- throe or four hours the Clan 
Ranald drifted about In a helpless 
condition before the end came. She 
gradually listed more and more, and 
the exited ship's company saw the 
vessel slowly but surely approaching 
the land. From what can lie ascer- 
tained from the survivors It would ap- 
pear that the Clan Ranald was, ac- 
tually in distress from 2 o'clock ii\ the 
afternoon' until 10 o'clock at night, 
when she suddenly capsized and foun- 
dered. 

The scene at the moment of foun- 
dering was an Indescribable one. Many 
of the unfortunate sailors jumped 
overboard, and several of them suc- 
ceeded in making the land during the 
course of the night. Whether the of- 
ficers managed lo launch the boats is 
not i}t all clear, but it Is evident that 
even if the boats were manned they 
were soon capsized. Dirty weather 
conditions ruled throughout the night, 
and a boisterous south-easterly wind 
was blowing. 

The most regrettable feature of the 
disaster is' that' although the authori- 
ties on land were aware that a vessel 
was In distress It was found Impos- 
sible to render any help. The htir- 
bor-innster at Edithburg, not far dis- 
tant from the scene of the wreck, was 
nwnre that a steamer was being rap- 
Idly driven towards the land, and lie 
despatched an urgent message to the 
superintendent of the life-saving bri- 
gade in the hope that an attempt 
would be made to save those In lm-

With all haste the 
steamer . Warooka was sent from 
EdithbUBg to the aid of the distressed 
vessel, but she subsequently reported 
to the authorities that it was too dan- 
gerous to proceed close inshore ' until 
davllght. Right in sight of assistance, 
therefore, the victims sank one by one. 

When hows bt the catastrophe 
spread, parties of willing hands were 
formed to search the coast-line, in 
order that survivors might receive 
prompt attention.. The first .survivor 
was picked up at 2 oclock next morn- 
ing, and the coast-line was patrolled 
throughout the day. From time to 
time the list of survivors was added 
to, and many t>>)dies*of victims washed 
ashore, until forty bodies were recov- 
ered. ' 

From news gathered from the sur- 
vivors, the . disaster, happened with 
startling suddenness. The ship heeled 
over practically without warning, and 
the entire crew who were not below 
were precipitated Into the sea. For- 
tunately soine managed to secure- one 
of the boats, which was drifting bot- 
tom uppermost in the vicinity, and 
clinging to this they were washed 
ashore about a mile distant. Several 
of the colored crew hung tenaciously 
to a rudely constructed raft which 
had been hurriedly put together.
